His 
wife was in the wagon. Officers and a 
large number of citizens immediately 
started in pursuit and were not far behind 
him when last heard from. There is con­ 
siderable excitement in town. 


'T h e P rosperous City o f E lleiw burg A l­ 
m ost D estroyed—H om eless P eop le. 
E i.le n s b u b g (W. T.), July 5th.—Ten 
blocks of the best portion of this city is in 
ashes. Nearly a hundred families are 
homeless, and what was yesterday a thriv­ 
ing business center is now a mass of 
smoldering ruins. 
Owing to the excitement and confusion 
it is impossible to ascertain how the fire 
originated, but it is presumed it was the 
result of the celebration of the national 
holiday, as it started soon after the display 
of fireworks last evening. 
The flames 
started on the north side of the city about 
10 o’clock in the evening and with a very 
strong wind blowing from the northeast, it 
spread rapidly. 
The fire department was promptly called 
out. but could do nothing to check the 
rapid advance of the conflagration, which 
within an hour had spread to the business 
center. Help was telegraphed for from 
neighboring towns, but long before it could 
reach the B eene the flames had literally 
wiped out the heart of the city and com­ 
menced its spread among the residences on 
the south side. Not until the main por­ 
tion of the food for the fire had been con­ 
sumed were there any signs of its abate­ 
ment, and it was nearly morning before 
the firemen secured any resuit from their 
tireless eflofts. 
The cessation of the winds had a tend­ 
ency to aid the firemen in checking the 
progress of the fire, and at this hour it is 
thought the flames are under control or 
wiil be confined to the buildings now burn­ 
ing.While it is impossible to form any close 
approximation of the amount of loss it is 
estimated the sum will run up to many 
hundred thousand dollars. 
All of the leading hotels, the handsome 
opera house block, city hall. Board of 
Trade building, Snipe and Co.’s bank, in 
fact all the business blocks on Pine, Pear, 
Third, Fourth and Fifth streets were con­ 
sumed excepting only the First National 
Bank Building, Bloomer & O'Connor's dry 
goods house, H. Goezein's boot and shoe 
«tore, one saloon and one general store. 
Only these latter buildings remain to'mark 
the spot where flourished yesterday a pros­ 
perous business center. 
The number of residences destroyed can­ 
not now be estimated but it is known that 
over 100 families are homeless and with 
nothing left save a few scant clothes. Help 
has been asked and is badly needed, not 
only in suppressing the fire but in caring 
for the homeless victims of the conflagra­ 
tion.Letters of sympathy and proffers of aid 
have been coming in all day, and this even­ 
ing Mayor Reed of North Yakima arrived 
with a carload of provisions and $1,000 in 
money. 
^ 
The kind oilers of the generous public 
have been thankfully received, and while 
the most hopeful thought the citizens 
might be able to get along without assist­ 
ance, the contemplated terrible calamity 
convinces them of iheir error. 
They have had time to visit the devas­ 
tated homes and places of business, and 
find the losses even greater than at first re­ 
ported. While the losses foot up about 
$2,000,000, the insurance is not over one- 
fourth of that amount. Those who visited 
Seattlfi"after the great fire say ihe burnt 
district here shows greater destruction in 
property in less space. 
The Citizens’ Committee made a canvass 
ot the city this afternoon and made tem­ 
porary provision for the care of the suffer­ 
ers, the more fortunate throwing their 
doors open to the unfortunate. The same 
committee arranged to give work to ail 
who desire it in clearing the wreck from 
the lota and streets. Those refusing will 
be requested to move on. 
A special meeting of the City Council 
was held this evening to take action re­ 
garding the fire limits and the character of 
buildings to be erected therein. It was the 
unanimous sentiment that the fire limit be 
maintained and nothing but iron, stone 
and brick be used in construction. 
The determination is to make the future 
Eliensburg as near fire-proof as possible. 
The household goods which have been 
collected by special police were placed in 
.store-houses and yards where the owners 
can call and secure them. This method 
prevented pilfering. 
J. B. Fogarty, general merchandise, has 
resumed business in a tent. Fortunately 
he had two cars of provisions on the way 
which arrived to-day. \ 
Lloyd's Mercantile Company will also 
resume in a few days in the new City Hall. 
Nelson Bennett and E. T. Wilson go to 
Tacoma to-night for goods and will resume 
immediately. 
The Odd Fellows have called a meeting 
for to-morrow to take action about build­ 
ing at once. The Masons do the same. 
Impes A Co., bankers, who had the finest 
cut stone building in the Northwest, are 
awaiting the cooling off of the walls to get 
into the vault, and will resume business in 
temporary quaiters in the National Bank 
building. 
Brick-masons will resume work to-mor­ 
row on all unfinished buildings and finish 
them as soon as possible. 
The same spirit prevails among all 
Classes, and all who can borrow money 
wiH build. The I’ostoffice, which was 
burned, losing all the boxes, moved into 
the Lynch Block this morning. 
The 
Western Union Telegraph office, which 
burned with the Ashler Hotel, reopened 
its office in Corrnth’s lumber office and is 
jammed with Commercial Press business. 
A. S. Holbrook, a real estate dealer, 
when the fire was burning in the Ashler 
Hotel, entered the building to arouse the 
guests. On attempting to return, his egress 
was cut off by the tiames, when he jumped 
from a third-story window, and was picked 
* up tearfully burned and bruised. A crowd 
collected on the spot formerly occupied by 
the Cull Block examining the bones of 
what is supposed to be the remains of one 
of the guests. They were so badly charred 
that the physicians were unable to deter­ 
mine them. 
A strong patrol has been kept up to­ 
night, and extra precaution will be taken 
against further incendiarism. 


H e W ronged Them B oth. 
San Jose, July 5th.—Wednesday, Ed. 
Harris, a street-car driver, had a difficulty 
with Watson Hindle. a stock drover. 
Yesterday Will Hiudle, a brother of Was­ 
son, got on the car to come up town and 
was beaten by Harris, who mistook him 
for Watson. 
This afternoon the Hindle 
brothers saw Harris’ car comiug and 
walked out towards it. Harris saw them, 
and going to the rear of the car fired, 
shooting Will Hindle through the left 
hand and Watson through the left leg, the 
bullet passing into the right. When the 
firing commenced Will Hindle took a re­ 
volver from his brother and emptied it at 
Harris without effect. 
The wounds are 
not dangerous. 
Justifiab le H om icide. 
M urphy’s, July 5:h.—W m . Holt was 
shot and instantly killed here last night by 
A. H. Fennell. Holt was a noted desperado 
and was drinking heavily and threatening 
to kill several parties, among them Fen­ 
nell. He had shot and seriously wounded 
an Indian early in the evening. Fennell is 
a mining man of San Francisco and had 
never spoken to Holt, who had a fancied 
grudge against him on account of his con­ 
nection with others. Fennell was exam­ 
ined and discharged to-day on the grounds 
of justifiable homicide.

P a cific G rove July 5th.—C. L. Boyers, 
well known as Superintendent of the grove 
for a number of years, suffered a slight at­ 
tack of paralysis some months ago.

N ew O rlean s, July 5th —Many of Sul­ 
livan’s most intimate friends, including 
Jimmie Wakely, Phil Lynch and Jack 
Barnett, affect to fear that there will be no 
fight. They say the odds are that Jake 
will be arrested on his way to this city. 
They base this fear on information that 
Jake is not in good condition and that he 
did do work yesterday in Cincinnati. Said 
Barney McGuire this morning: “ The re­ 
ports say that Jake looks tired and worn 
out and that he is disgusted at learning 
that his backer has hedged out his stake 
money. He never expected to see the big 
fellow get into condition. He always had 
a hearty dread of John until he broke his 
arm and went wrong, and now he finds he 
has rounded to a better man than ever.

THE BIG FELLOW TAKING EXERCISE. 
N f.w O rlea n s, July 5th.—DuriDg Sulli­ 
van’s exercise to-day a football filled with 
flour or meal and weighing twenty-five 
pounds was tossed from Sullivan to Mul- 
doon and then back again a distance of 
twenty-five feet. The “Pet of Boston1’ de­ 
livered and received this heavy ball 
for forty minutes without betraying any 
signs of weakness. Neither Muldoon nor 
Cleary could stand the test of endurance, 
so they alternated taking ten minutes of 
the work each, while Sullivan finished as 
fresh as a daisy. 
Those who saw Sullivan hnrl that ball 
with one hand with a velocity and force 
that made Muldoon stagger as he received 
it, were reminded of the John L Sullivan 
of old, whose blows struck men with the 
force of a pile-driver. Sullivan then be­ 
gan skipping the rope. He skipped with 
one foot at a time and he did it with the 
grace and airiness of a ballet girl. He 
skipped a thousand times without stop- 
piog, and was not audibly or visibly 
puffing when he got through. Sullivan 
perspired profusely during this exercise. 
After a minute's interval came the dumb­ 
bell exercise, consisting of three move­ 
ments. 
This was repeated fifty times, 
causing Cleary and Muldoon to blow, while 
8ullivan scarcely breathed hard. Little 
ball punching followed. The force and 
celerity of the blows amazed all who wit­ 
nessed them. 
They demonstrated two 
things conclusively. First, that Sullivan 
can hit as hard as ever, and, second, that 
he has lost none of his old-time lightning 
rapidity. Sullivan appears in the pink of 
condition—better than ever before in his 
life. He measures 42 inches around the 
chest, and is as deep through from breast 
to back as he is from side to side. There 
does not appear to be an ounce of super­ 
fluous flesh on him. His flesh glows with 
the color of health. His back is covered 
with prickly heat, which causes him, how­ 
ever, do inconvenience. His legs from the 
waist to the knee are the perfection of 
symmetry. Below the knee they are not 
as perfect. Experts say, however, his skip­ 
ping exercises prove him to be very firm 
on his pins. His muscles are hard and 
firm, and his biceps measure 161 inches. 
Altogether his friends are jubilant over 
bis condition and predict an easy victory. 
Betting is all one way, ten to seveD on Sul­ 
livan. When Kilrain and his crowd arrive, 
however, there may be a change. 
At 1 o’clock Snilivan dined on chicken- 
broth and stewed chicken, rice and water­ 
melon. This was washed down with a 
glass of ale. At 4 o'clock the party again 
proceeded to the clnb-rooms. To-morrow 
will be the last day of active training. 
Sunday will be devoted to absolute rest. 
JAKES ADMIRERS. 
The arrival of Sullivan and the enthusi­ 
asm exhibited by his friends in the city 
has in no wise dampened the ardor of the 
frieDds of Kilrain, and instead of detract­ 
ing from their number, Sullivan’s arrival 
appears to have increased them. It is a no­ 
ticeable fact that while the central portion 
of the city are disposed to side with Sulli­ 
van, the upper sections of the city are 
largely in favor of Kilrain. 
A visit was paid to the rooms of the 
Southern Athletic Club to day. and quite a 
number of the members were found, all of 
who expressed themselves as confident of 
Kilrain’s success in the forthcoming battle. 
A prominent member of the club, who is 
somewhat of an authority in pugilistic af­ 
fairs, said Sullivan was not in the trim he 
expected him to be, and that it was a well- 
known fact that he could stand but little, if 
any, punishment about the heart or 
stomach. 
He would not, ol course, like to bet on 
the result, though he felt sure Kilrain 
would come off victor: but he thought $100 
to $80 fair odds on Sullivan, and would not 
hesitate to take such odds when the proper 
time came.

Other members of the club, in support of 
their opinion, said men like Billy Madden, 
Arthur Chambers and Dominick McCaf­ 
frey, all of whom knew both men well, 
wouldn’t be found on the side of Kilrain if 
they did not know what they were doing. 
Both Madden and Chambers were with 
Sullivan in the fight with Ryan and Mc­ 
Caffrey fought six rounds with him when 
he was supposed to be in his best day, and 
they surely do not under-rate Sullivan. 
According to the reports received Sullivan 
has not near the wind Kilrain has, and he 
is besides entirely too heavy about the hips. 
The rooms of the Southern Athletic Club, 
which have been set apart for Kilrain 
and his seconds, are very cool and pleasant, 
and are situated in a handsome two-story 
frame dwelling adjoining to and owned by 
the club. 
Kilrain and his seconds will be able to 
enjoy greater seclusion than do Sullivan 
and his trainers, as they will not have to 
go into the street at ail to go to and from 
the gymnasium. 
Kilrain will remain in his quarters until 
he leaves for the scene of the battle on Mon­ 
day next. Kilrain is expected to arrive in 
the morning.

The money expended on improvements, 
necessaries and land will be secured by 
mortgage, either without interest or at a 
very low rate and will be collected in 
small annual installments the sam e’ as 
rent.This money w il be utilized%to build and 
equip a navy, organize an army, develop 
the resources of oe country and establish 
a Republic.

The Solon* o f D akota M eet in C onvention 
at B ism arck. 
B ism arck, July 5th.—The Constitutional 
Convention convened at 10:45. A report of 
the Committee on Credentials was read and 
adopted. The delegates then took the oath 
of office. F. B. Fancher, the Republican 
caucus nominee, was chosen permanent 
Chairman. Fancher made a little speech. 
A committee of seven on rules was ap­ 
pointed. and the Convention adjourned 
until 2 p. m. to-morrow. 


SIO PX FALLS. 
The R epublicans O rganize the C onstitu­ 
tional C onvention. 
Sioux F a l l s , July 5tb.—The Commi,. • 
on Rules met this morning and prepared 
its report. The Judiciary Committee will 
consist of thirteen members, Executive of 
seven, and Legislative of twenty-five. 
There are about fifty other committees, to 
which will be referred all matters pertain­ 
ing to the Constitution. The committee 
recommended a Commission of seven to go 
to Bismarck to divide the Territories prop­ 
erly. The members of these committees 
will probably be appointed by President 
Edgerton. The work of the Convention 
will be largely done in committee. 
The Convention met at 2 o’clock this af­ 
ternoon, and ratified the nominations of 
the officers made by the Republican caucus 
last night. 
The Committee on Rules had not fin­ 
ished its work, and the members of com­ 
mittees are not likely to be named by 
Judge Edgerton before Monday. The Con­ 
vention may adjourn over Saturday, or 
may meet a few moments Saturday, but no 
important work will be done. 
There was considerable objection in the 
Convention to the Conference Committee of 
seven, as being too large and the question 
was made a special order for to-morrow, 
when the Conference Committee on Bound­ 
ary will also be appointed. It is held there 
are two distinct seventh standard parallels, 
and that it is necessary to determine which 
to adopt, in order to avoid confusion. The 
Constitution of the United States was 
unanimously adopted as a part of the State 
Constitution.

W ash in gton , July 5th.— Sir Jnlian 
Pauncefote, in a talk with the Ag*o‘ of 
the California Associated Press to-day. 
gave the quietus to numerous stories 
which have been industriously circulated 
during the last month, to the effect that he 
and Mr. Blaine were trying to negotiate 
another fisheries treaty. He said that up 
to the present time neither he nor Mr. 
Blaine had made any settlement of the 
matter in dispute touching the North At­ 
lantic fisheries. 
He went on to say that the time for such 
things had not been opportune since his 
arrival in this country, as Mr. Blaine had 
had his hands full of matters afiecting the 
domestic policy of the country, and as all 
the leading public men were away, their 
views on the subjer* “• Rd not be obtained. 
There did not se 
o him to be any par­ 
ticular hurry sfl at resuming negotiations, 
as the modus vivendi agreement with Can­ 
ada was still in force, and it was not likely 
‘.hat it would be terminated duriug the 
present fishing season. 
Sir Julian intimated that as the last 
treaty had been rejected by this Govern­ 
ment it might be a proper thing for the 
first overtures to come from this side, but 
from wfiat he said it is plain that the 
British Government would like to end the 
controversy, and it will not stickle as to 
whether the first advance shall come from 
the United States. 
When asked about the rumor that the 
British Government was anxious to have 
the disputed questions concerning the con­ 
trol of Behring Sea submitted to an inter­ 
national tribunal, and that he had sounded 
Secretary of State Blaine on the question, 
the Minister said that there was no more 
truth in that statement than there was in 
the other. 
. 
He said that he had not brought the 
matter to the attention of Mr. Blaine, and 
while possibly Lord Salisbury might have 
invited Minister Lincoln to consider it, he 
knew nothing about it, and it was more 
than likely that he should have been in­ 
formed if any such conference were in 
progress. Sir Julian thought it not im­ 
probable that the matter will be submitted 
to an arbitration, as it was a subject in 
which all the maritime powers were con­ 
cerned. 
It is evident that the new Minister wants 
to get the “ hang of things ” before taking 
a plunge into the sea of diplomacy. He 
wiii sail for Europe in a couple of weeks, 
and will remain abroad until fall, when he 
will return to Washington accompanied by 
Lady Pauncefote and his daughter.

They claim she 
has a Triangle, and Sullivan’s tactics in 
controlling the Clan-na-Gael would appear 
to be nowhere in comparison with those 
alleged against Miss Willard for dominat­ 
ing the National Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance Union, of which great organiza­ 
tion, Dy the way, Miss Willard is President. 
Dr. Mary Weeks Burnett is making the 
charges just as the other physician, Dr. 
Cronin, once did against Sullivan and, hor­ 
rible to relate, just like Dr. Cronin, Dr. 
Weeks had a trial and had been expelled or 
retired or something of that sort. 
Dr. Weeks’ dire tale was made public to­ 
day, and the “ revelations ” of T. B. Barry 
against Powderly, or Dr. Cronin against 
Sullivan, are looking more or less feeble in 
comparison. 
Dr. Burnett says the trouble is that, on 
January 1st, Miss Willard, actirg with a 
Mrs. Buell and a Miss Pugb, and ignoring 
the moral and legal rights of the Trustees 
of the National Temperance Hospital, took 
that institution out of the hands of the 
complainant (Dr. Barnett). 
Previously Dr. Burnett and the Trustees, 
who had been asserting that the hospital 
was a separate concern from the W. C T.

U. headquarters and defend themselves, 
under pain of having certain charges pub­ 
lished. 
The charges, Dr. Burnett says, without 
going into particulars, were a jumble of 
opinion and inference. 
The Trustees, 
nevertheless, according to Mrs. Burnett, 
appeared and were thereupon treated to a 
summary "verdict" against them, followed 
by their “removal” from the hospital and 
the installation of Miss Willard's favorites. 
Dr. Mary McCriilis was Dr. Mary Weeks 
Burnett’s successor as Superintendent, and 
the following extract from Dr. Burnett's 
written statement of the case shows the full 
proportions of the skeleton in the closet of 
the W .C. T. U.: 
During the trial I noticed Miss Willard take 
from her pocket a little bottle of medicated 
Sills, turn some intoherhand and put them in'o 
er mouth. Although sitting several feet from 
her the smell ot alcohol which came to me from 
the medicine and Miss Willard’s breath was 
strong enough to have aroused the appetite of 
many a drinking man, and have sent him to 
the saloon for a drink. I said, “Why, Miss Wil 
lard, that is not a temperance medicine." 
“Oh, yes, it is," said she, “My doctor is a 
good temperance doctor and a W. C. T. D. 
woman.” 
“But," I said, "medicine that 
80 
strongly of alcohol as that does is not temper­ 
ance medicine. You cannot find anything that 
smells or tastes like that in the temperance 
hospital or in my office." 
"Uh, well," she answered, “Dr. McCrilli* is 
just as good a temperance doctor as anybody 
needs to be.” 
Was this woman, whose medicine makes Miss 
Willard's breath smell strong with alcohol after 
each dose, to be allowed to superintend our 
non alcoholic hospital? 
I felt that I could never consent to such utter 
inconsistency. 
In conclusion Dr. Barnett says: "No 
sentimental appeals for sympathy for Miss 
Willard, under what she choses to call 
’misrepresentation,’ will meet the issue. 
The only honorable thing there can be 
about this shameful business will be the 
undoiDg of it. Sad as this revelation is, 
the suppression of the truth would be

Re­ 
ferring to the Lincoln tower attached to 
the church, Lincoln said the tower was not 
erected in honor of the mat), but as a re­ 
minder of the freedom to which Abraham 
Lincoln devoted the best days of his life. 
President Lincoln once said t’f slavery was 
not wrong nothing was wrong, and after a 
long struggse America became a free 
country in fact a -in m ine. As to the re­ 
lations between England and the United 
States he believed their brotherhood was 
growing closer day by day. 
At the conclusion of Mr. Lincoln's 
speeeb, Rev. Newman Hall called upon the 
audience to rise and join with him in 
prayer for America. When Lincoln left 
the church the entire audience rose and re­ 
mained standing until his disappearence. 
Among the speakers of the evening were 
Rev. Newman Hall, Rev. Mr. Balgarnie, 
the Rev. Mr. Granger and the Rev. Dr. 
Theodore F. Cuyler of Brooklyn. All re­ 
ferred in pleasant terms to the United 
States, to Abraham Lincoln and to his son, 
now that country’s representative at the 
Court of St. James. 
Dr. Cuyler’s address, the longest of the 
evening, was devoted chiefly to a eulogy of 
Abraham Lincoln, with whom he enjoyed 
intimate acquaintance.

human being. On its summit, however, 
4,000 feet above, is a large plain, partly 
covered with pine forests and watered by 
several springs-^—at present visited only by 
beasts and snakes. In a little cove at the 
right is a Mexican settlement, now num­ 
bering less than twenty, since the soldiers, 
who once garrisoned the island, have been 
sent to Guatemala. Great numbers of 
wild goats roam here, as on all the other 
islands, said to have sprung from the few 
put there by the priests more than a cen­ 
tury ago. 
The first accurate account we have of 
this region is the report of Captain C. M. 
iScamtnou, who came in 1858, with the brig 
Boston, on a whaling and sealing expedi­ 
tion. At that time the waters of San Se­ 
bastian bay were literally alive with por­ 
poises, whales, and other large fish, while 
seals and turtles found breeding-places 
along the shores, and so abundant were 
another sort of game that acres of sand­ 
bank, left bare by receding tides, were 
crowded with duck, snipe, etc. The whales 
were of the variety called “California 
gray,” and it is historically stated that be­ 
tween the years 1858-61 more than 
TWENTY-THREE THOUSAND BARRELS OF 
OIL 
Were taken from this region alone. The 
crop must have been quite exhausted, or 
the whales frightened away, for few are 
seen here now ; though jew-fish grow to 
surprising size, sometimes weighing 400 
pounds! 
The great Island of Cerros, which di­ 
vides San Sebastian from the Pacific, is 
twenty-one miles long, by from four to 
nine miles across, with numerous lofty 
peaks, evidently ofj volcanic origin. Its 
sides are sheer cliffs, showing scanty 
patches of verdure here and there, with a 
fringe of cedar trees on top. 
Nearly the 
whole island is a succession of these inac­ 
cessible blufis and peaks, the highest one 
towering nearly 5,000 feet, each with its 
scanty crown of trees, while a heavy surf 
constantly breaks on the basaltic reefs 
below. W hite washed stones, set up at 
intervals, mark the recent United States 
Gevernment coast survey. 
Thesouthernmost point of this big island 
is named Cape San Augustin. 
In the 
northern portion is a spot of comparative 
fertility, where pines and cedars attain an 
enormous hight. There is also a species of 
dwarf oak in some of the ravines, and na­ 
ture has decked the wildest sol tules with 
a profusion of flowers. The only denizens 
of Cerros are such as deer, goats, rabbits 
and serpents, while otters, seals and “ sea- 
elephants ” resort to its shores. The sail­ 
ors spin turtle yarns of great magnitude 
anent this neighborhood. On the strength 
of such high authority, I beg to assure you 
that each female turtle will lay as many as 
*200 eggs at a single “sitting,'' every one of 
which is warranted to hatch; and that 
each turtle mother digs a number of holes 
in the sand, but deposits her eggs in only 
one of them, the rest being merely “blinds” 
to deceive the searchers. For many years 
report has assigned great mineral wealth 
to this island. A few years ago a company 
of San Francisco prospectors (not very ex­ 
pert, as their doings will show,) came here 
to crack the bald heads of the hills and 
make them disclose their secrets. The 
men remained several weeks on the island, 
picking up all the glittering bits they 
could find; and just as they were embark­ 
ing happened to gather a few rather dull 
and umnteresting-looking pieces, which, 
however, they took along, though not sup­ 
posing them of any account. When the 
findings came to be overhauled by experts, 
it was discovered that all were worthless 
except those same dull bits, which proved 
to be 
COPPER ORE OF PURE QUALITY, 
But nothing has ever been done about it. 
If one had sufficient capital to wbrk these 
Cerros veins they might pay better than 
many a gold mine, especially now, since 
the French syndicate have combined to 
buy up and control the copper interests of 
the world. 
They tell us that in all these islands, as 
throughout Lower California, hydropho­ 
bia is fearfully common among animals, 
wild and domestic. Coyotes are said to be 
especially subject to it, and then only do 
those cowardly beasts become dangerous. 
Horses also have it, and become terrible to 
encounter. Deer, rabbits and snakes seem 
to be exempt. The theory among the na­ 
tives is that the distemper originates with 
skunks, which are much smaller here than 
in the United States, though not less odor­ 
ous, and therefore a lively war is waged 
against these pests. 
Though there were never any houses on 
Cerros Island a cemetery has been started, 
all of whose occupants, so far, “went to bed 
with their boots on," as the miners say. 
Some fourteen year» ago a small schooner 
anchored off the coast, containing three 
Americans and a Chilean, who came pros­ 
pecting for gold. After a few days—so the 
story goes—the Chilean, crazed with rum, 
determined to mur ler his companions as 
they lay asleep in the camp and make off 
with their combined belongings. One he 
succeeded in killing, another was severely 
wounded, but the third was merely 
stunned. Believing himself to be the only 
living person on the island, and therefore 
secure from pursuit, the would-be murderer 
concluded to sleep off his debauch before 
seeking pastures new. 
Meanwhile the 
recovered American managed to get his 
wounded fellow down to the water’s edge, 
intending to wait at the point where they 
came ashore, in the forlorn hope that some 
vessel might pass that way and rescue 
them from starvation. W hat was their 
joy, as they approached the spot, to see 
their own little bark yet in the offing, 
while close by, fast asleep, with his som­ 
brero over his face, to keep off the sun, 
lay the villain who had left them for dead. 
It is needless to add that they lost no 
time in 
STARTING THE GRAVE-YARD 
W ith two occupants instead of one. Port 
San Bartolomé, a little way below, has also 
its gruesome tradition. Two summers ago 
the Captain of a man-of-war, that then 
sailed these waters' lay down on his deck, 
one hot afternoon, to.take the usual siesta, 
when a gun-carriage, that had inad­ 
vertently been left loose, rolled over on 
him anti rendered his sleep eternal. The 
sailors put into Port Bartolomé and buried 
their Captain; and during April of last 
year his iriends came to remove the body 
to the Campo Santo of Mazatlan. They 
found the corpse completely mumified, 
the flesh dried upon the bones, but per­ 
fectly preserved. 
The strangest part of 
this story is that, close to the Mexican’s 
unmarked grave, Say the dead body of a 
young American—well-dressed, with soft, 
white hands that showed no traces of toil, 
with no indications of disease or marks of 
violence about him, or not a scrap of writ­ 
ing or any clue to tell who he was or 
whence he came, or why he happened 
to be alone in that desert place. 
In 
this dry, 
pure air 
he may have 
lain for weeks, or months, without decay 
or change. There was no sign of camp­ 
fire or temporary habitation, or food of 
any kind, and he had not even a pistol. It 
was the opinion of those who saw him 
that he hail strayed away and Iwomc lost 
from some fishing or hunting party (they 
sometimes come down to these islands from 
as far away as San Francisco, or up from 
I.a Paz)—qr that some enemy or jealous 
rival had inveigled him here on some 
pretext and then sailed away and left him 
to starve. 
The Mexicans buried him in the same 
grave that had held their Captain—and 
there he is to this day, doubtless mumified 
by this time. But probably not until the 
sea gives up its dead will the history lie 
made known of “El Extranjero Ameri­ 
cano,” as he is here spoken of.

On Sh ip-Board, 1889. 
This queer peninsula, which has by far 
the longest 6hore line of any in the New- 
World, is also the narrowest, being in one 
part less than forty miles between the Pa­ 
cific Ocean on one side and the Gulf of 
California on the other, and 110 miles in 
the widest place. 
All along its coasts are 
many salt lagoons, which have never been 
surveyed, aud therefore their extent is 
guessed. The largest of these on the west­ 
ern side is called San Ignacio, and is fully 
twenty-five miles long. On the two occa­ 
sions when your correspondent has sailed 
past it, the surface was perfectly black 
with millions of water-fowl, which seem 
to have pre-empted the locality and to feel 
so little fear of the (to them) almost un­ 
known creature, man, as to scarcely get out 
of the way when a row-boat was pushed in 
among them. There are several islands 
of considerable size in this lagoon; bnt 
what may be on, or within them, no hu­ 
man being knows. 
The celebrated bay of San Sebastian 
Viscaino—the largest off the California 
-coast, ninety-five miles long, about which 
all the early navigators and historians 
speak with enthusiasm—is like Ezekial's 
vision of "a wheel within a wheel,” being 
made up of a series of smaller bays open­ 
ing into the larger one. Near the north­ 
ern end of this immense harbor—which, if 
the peninsula ever amounts to anything, 
agriculturally or commercially, will be the 
great entrepot of future wealth—stands Cape 
•Colnett, an odd-looking headland of very 
dark-colored rock, rising from a base of 
high sandstone, shaped like a bended bow 
and rising to a hight of 400 feet in the 
highest part. For many miles the shore 
retains this singular appearance, as of a 
loaf of old-fashioned marble cake, showing 
alternate layers of light and dark. There 
is a tolerable harbor abreast of a remarka­ 
ble gorge, from which 
THE VILLAGE OF COLNETT 
May be seen, composed of more tents than 
houses, inhabited mostly by Surdes. This 
colony is under the immediate manage­ 
m ent of a woman, who deserves more than 
passing mention, not only for industry and 
enterprise, but for her unbounded kindness 
toward those who, looking to her for guid­ 
ance, have risked their all in the new 
country. Mrs.Butterfield—who was form­ 
erly, I think, from Cleveland, Ohio— is an 
exceptionally handsome and well educated 
lady, now in the meridian of life. She has 
gone heart and soul into'the colonization 
scheme, investing all her own money in it, 
and has now about 150 persons in her 
special district at Colnett; and no journey 
is too long, by sea or land, for this excel­ 
lent woman to undertake—no hardship 
too great to undergo for the benefit of her 
settlers. 
• 
Nearly two hundred miles below the 
border line of the United States, sailing 
due south, is San Quintín (pronounced 
Kin-teen), the finest land-locked harbor 
on all the coast, which on all the old 
charts is set down as “The Bay of Eleven 
Thousand Virgins”—presumably after the 
famous cathedral at Cologne. It is also 
known to sailors as “The Bay of Five 
Hills,” from adjoining bights that have 
the appearance of islands. The bay itself 
is nine miles long. The sea bleaks heavily 
over the outlying rocks, but once inside 
there is the safest of anchorage, protected 
by hills and islands on every side. Near 
its northern apex lie some salt beds that 
might be made the most valuable on the 
continent. They are called “Salinas,” and 
for nearly fifty years have been in­ 
differently worked by a few Mexicans, the 
product being sent to San Francisco. 
Near these salt mines, five or six miles 
from the landing, stands the village of 
San Quintín. The country hereabouts, for 
a distance of perhaps fifty miles, cut off at 
either end by salt lagoons, and with an 
average breadth of ten miles between the 
sea and the foot-hills, is agriculturally 
good. The m«a soil is similar to the red 
lands of Upper California, and these 
lower valleys are especially adapted to 
the Mission grape, from which, as is well 
known, a champagne c-an be made equal 
to the best product in -unny France. 
Far away, ftillv 5f‘y miles from the 
ocean, the 
LOFTY PEAKS OF »A> PEDRO MARTIR 
loom skyward, from 11,000 to 14,000 
feet. 
Most- of the region between is 
practically unknown, ind beyond the stu­ 
pendous mountain wall—only thirty-five 
miles from it—is the Gulf of California. 
San Pedro is really one ast mountain— 
not a range as often represented—more 
than 100 miles long, with an average 
breadth of twenty-five miles, the crown of 
the great chain that forms the backbone of 
the peninsula. The gulf side of San 
Pedro is covered with extensive forests of 
pine. Its three peaks at the extreme east, 
known as La Palomas (“the doves”), bare, 
white cliffs, rising 2,000 feet higher, look 
like sheeted ghosts by contrast with deep 
canyons at their sides filled with dark red­ 
woods. Much of the surface of this won­ 
derful mountain is level as a plain, and it 
Is said that one may drive with a carriage 
and pair for miles among the pines, while 
other j*ortions are altogether inaccessible. 
Moose, deer and mountain lions abound, 
wild sheep are found in the foothills, and 
antelopes are plenty in the mesas. One 
who has been there says that no tongue or 
pen can do justice to the incomparable 
views unfolded from San Pedro Mártir. 
Standing at a hight of 12,000 feet, he could 
look down the “Sea of Cortez” far as the 
island which is poetically named Angel de 
la Guardia, 130 miles distant, in a direct 
line. On a clear day the Pacific may also 
be seen—that matchless ocean whose first 
glimpse brought hardy Balboa to his 
knees. By the aid of a glass the mountain 
ranges across the gulf, in the State of So­ 
nora, are plainly visible, the Colorado 
river, running like a thread of silver from 
Yuina to the gulf and a score of smiling 
valleys spread out lielow, like a great map 
Directly overlooking the bay and em­ 
bryo town of San Quintin are the extinct 
volcante* Coni/.a and Mozo. Their yawn­ 
ing mouths are wide and deep," and, 
judging from tli* va»t amount of lava that 
in many places rises above the water’s 
edge, must have been terribly active in 
days gone by. Here, properly, 
THE GREAT BAY OF SAN SEBASTIAN 
Begins. Of its inner adjuncts, perhaps 
the most notable is Lagoon Head, which 
in the old Spanish charts is called “ Cabo 
Negro,” with its 700 yards of breakwater, 
laying directly below the 28th parallel. 
It is a black headland, of volcanic origin, 
rising nearly 500 feet above high water 
mark : on clear days distinctly visible 
from fifty miles below. There is also 
liosario Bay. named from a near-by 
mission: the bay lies inland of San Geró­ 
nimo—the latter a big barren rook, covered 
with sand and guano, and a dozen others, 
all belouging to San Sebastian. 
Then there is Guadalupe Island, a 
gigantii wall of ro* k 4 000 feet high, 
which, viewed from the deck of a vessel, 
looks like some brown old castle, whose 
“ battled walls and donjon keep” are easy 
to imagine. Something at the top, which 
to the unaided eye looks like a line of 
reeds, develop into tall trees when seen 
through a glass. This island is eight 
miles long by six w ide, but so rough aud 
broken are its shores that a bird could 
hardly find standing-room much less a

Quite likely there may be a few eonsci- 
eutioo* women who remember to jot down 
in their neat little account books small 
suras of money spent oro so many pounds of 
candy from time to time. But the great 
majority of people who indulge in --weets 
regard the expense as an insignificant 
item. Now, the fact is that each year 
New York alone itees hundreds of thou­ 
sands of pounds of candy, for which die 
spends considerably over that amount in 
money, and forgets all about it. Did the 
world only know how- many bonbons the 
ordinary young woman consumes in one 
season, along with ices, cake- and fruits 
we would immediately begin issuing sta­ 
tistics to prove that the next generation- 
cannot escape utter physical depletion or 
hereditary dyspepsia. But our girls will 
not be denied their beloved “ lumps of 
delight, ' and so long as they do not lose 
their rosy cheeks and round curves parents- 
seem quite willing to endanger the diges­ 
tions of the coming generations. So- the 
demand for good candies increases every 
year, and the candy factories work each 
season through to regulate the supply. 
They are huge, square, red brick build­ 
ings, these factories, where the whirr of 
machinery is heard at all hours of the du\- 
and the air of the neighboring street is 
filled with the fragrance of hot chocolate I 
and boiling sugar. They nestle mostly in 
the thickly settled portions of the east 
and west sides and are not inviting build­ 
ings to the ordinary observer, fctill the 
storv of life inside the walls turned out to 
be a pleasant one. 
Into one of the big gloomy looking 
buildings the writer went, and the walk up 
three flights of narrow and somewhat dark 
stairs, past much noisy machinery and 
barrels of what seemed like sugar w'as not 
calculated to give a favorable impression 
of that place. But the room which I en­ 
tered on the-third floor was a revelation of 
light and cleanliness. It was the place 
where the girls and women wrap and pack 
chocolate and bonbons. It was a great 
room set with long tables and cooled by re­ 
volving fans. On comfortable, long-legged; 
wooden chaira sit the girls before the 
table, chatting as they work. Each one 
wears a simple calico frock and long white 
apron, with old-fashioned mob caps pinned 
over the hair. This work consists in wrap­ 
ping long bars and cakes of chocolate in 
tinfoil and oiled paper. 
Then other 
women add the thick, white, stamped pa­ 
per, seal the ends with glue and add a 
band or ticket of trade mark. These are 
again placed in wooden boxes or piled on 
trays and carried to the storage room. 
This is a vast room, with a marble floor, 
filled with shelves and tables, while cool 
draughts of air come up through grated 
shafts set in the wall. Here are great 
blocks of chocolate as thick and square as 
paving stones, cooking cakes put up in 
papers, ground chocolate in pans all pre­ 
pared for use, and thousands upon thou­ 
sands of pound boxes and bonboniers ready 
for the retail shops. 
“ Well,” remarked the forewoman of 
this floor, “ I have been here eight years, 
and like my business. I began just as you 
see them doing in the work-room, at wrap­ 
ping, and now I get a pretty little salary, 
and my duties are almost "light. 1 over­ 
look the girls' work, initiate new coiners 
and keep a record of the storage-room. 
We, none of us, are oppressed by rules and 
regulations, are fairly paid for our work, 
and I find that if there are no restrictions 
to bind one or bosses to insist upon rules, 
we work quite as well and are twice as 
cheerful and happy. The girls’ fingers 
must fly, but their tongues may also. At 
intervals they are allowed to get up. walk 
about, and often exchange places at the 
tables, and so learn to be proficient in 
every detail of the business. At noon we 
rest for three-quarters of an hour, eat our 
luncheons in comfort and go back to the 
tables ready for the two or three hours of 
work that are required in the afternoon. 
Then there is nothing dirty or disagree­ 
able connected with it; the rooms, tables, 
etc., are the perfection of sweet cleanli­ 
ness, and, if you will notice, most of our 
women have hands that a dainty lady 
might envy in their whiteness anil soft­ 
ness. No, there is never any talk of so­ 
cieties for protection among them, and I 
can hardly explain the reason, but in some 
way we secure the best girls, and among 
the great number working in this factory 
there is not one who, to my knowledge, is 
coarse or badly conducted; perhaps it is 
the sweetness of the candies that affects 
their natures. Do we eat much candy ? 
Well, for my own part, I am very 
fond of it, and find that my long asso­ 
ciation with so much sweets has only 
served to strengthen my liking for it. We 
may eat a great deal, and to me it is a reg­ 
ular part of my diet, and I would miss it 
sorely were I obliged to stop. Outsiders 
imagine that we never touch even a choco­ 
late drop, as the constant working with it 
soon disgusts the appetite, and physicians 
will insist that sweets are very injurious: 
but our constitutions are not yet wrecked, 
and I am sure we are a far rosier, healthier 
looking set of women than you will find 
in other factories. Exercise, fresh air and 
absolute cleanliness is what keeps the skin 
clear and eyes bright, and if this were the 
case in the other great manufacturing 
buildings our girls would not be the sal­ 
low, dispirited set most of them are.” 
The pretty little forewoman became very 
earnest over her small moralization on the 
wrongs of workingwomen. and then in­ 
sisted I should go to the next floor, where 
caramels, nut candies and crystallized 
fruits were in process of cutting and pack­ 
ing by the women. 
Thereupon we 
climbed another flight, and found that a 
great machine, run by hand, was busy cut­ 
ting what seemed to be at first great 
muddy, sticky-looking slabs of stuff into 
the delicious and succulent caramel. As 
the little brown and yellow cubes fell 
into a receiver they were carried to tables 
where girls w ith deft fingers wrapped them 
in squares of oiled paper. 
“Doesn’t it make you almost dizzy to sit 
and twirl those little papers ?” I inquired 
of one sweet-looking young woman. 
“Oh, no, indeed 1" she answered, “for 
every now and then I get up, walk about a 
bit, pick out nuts or help dip chocolate; 
and here comes some one to ask the loan of 
my place, and I’ll show you what they do 
in the other room. Here, you see, are big 
wire baskets full of English walnuts, 
pistache nuts, pecans, etc., and here are 
the nut candies readv to be crystallized,” 
and I caught sight of pans piled high with 
the tempting dainties. Near by stood jars 
of stone filled with the cream ready to be 
run in molds, dipped in a chocolate tub 
and set in the refrigerator to dry into a 
full-fledged chocolate cream. The choco­ 
late tub is a huge porcelain basin fully five 
feet deep and ten feet in circumference at 
the top. This is filled with liquid choco­ 
late and »tirred by an enormous stone arm 
stirred bv machinery. The girls place the 
molds of cream, eoeoanut, nuts, etc., on 
perforated tiu trays, and, holding them in 
one hand, dip up the chocolate in big tin 
spoons and pour it over again and again 
till a crust has adhered to form a crust. 
The trays are then hurried into the re­ 
frigerator that is set in the wall and occu­ 
pies one side of the room. The hot choco­ 
late cools, dries and hardens, so that when 
the trays are taken out the candy is ready 
to be boxed,

R ecord-U nio n : Yesterday a party 
of thirty-four of us started for Johnstown 
and the neighboring country that was the 
recent scene of so much sorrow. 
The ex­ 
cursion was a sort of a professional one, 
inasmuch as it was organized for the bene­ 
fit of some newspaper men, who very 
kindly made up a parly to accompany the 
knights of the pen, and, being among the 
invited, I gladly availed m yself of the 
opportunity. 
Our party had a car, and we 
left Pittsburg at 8 a. m, on the regular 
express. 
W e started out full of wonder 
and sym pathy, hardly knowing just w hat 
we did expect to see. All kinds of pictures 
have been in circulation, but even though 
you can form some idea of the place, vet 
pictures are by no m eans the reality. 
The 
idea th at we were soon to look upon so 
much destruction filled us with awe. 
W e 
went first to South Fork, the upper end of 
the stricken country and three miles from 
the broken darn. 
A rriving at South Fork, 
we could find hut two dirt wagons in 
which to convey our crowd to the historical 
spot. 
These conveyances were soon filled 
with straw, and as many as could piled in, 
and the rest of us walked 
On and on we 
trudged, up hill and down dale, through a 
beautiful, rolling country, and finally came

And erstw hile lake. 
Feeling the greatest 
interest in tiie damaged section, 1 resolved 
myself into an am ateur photographer for 
the time being, and made the most of my 
opportunity. 
The little river running 
peacefully along was utterly unconscious 
of th e late great grievance. 
The nice, 
pretty body of water th a t now is only a 
great deep, dry cavity, and the demolished 
dam were great curiosities to U3.

THOUSANDS Or MEN. 
W ere at work all along the road, and it 
did seem almost incredible that in *o short 
a tim e so many bridges could be built. The j 
frame trestles over which our train passed 
seemed very frail affairs, but we knew ’.hey i 
were good and strong. 
One of the strangest sights was the cen- ; 
ter porti n of a bridge apparently 6us- ¡ 
pended in mid-air, and on either side for ! 
hundreds of feet tiiere wasn’t anv sign ¡ 
th at a bridge had ever been there. 
A ll ! 
along were all sorts of things Mying on the 
ground—clothing, carpets, and everything 
imaginable. 
As we neared Johnstown the 
destruction seemed more c omplete. W here 
had been boroughs and villages there was 
nothing left. 
They were literally razed to 
the ground and the rem ains swept away 
in the flood, 
in softie places the ground 
was smooth as g la ss , showing with what 
terrible force ihe w ater came down from 
the hills. 
Then again, as the roadbed 
wound around and the debris found ob­ 
structions 
in the way, it 
piled high 
and made a mass of wreckage. 
Houses | 
th at were not destroyed were 
turned 
sideways aud bottom side up without 
mercy. 
Our bumps of curiosity surely 
predom inated, for the more we saw the 
more we wanted to see. 
By this time 
we had reached Johnstow n, and a gentle 
shower was falling. 


THE RUINED UITY 
W as built in and on either side of a 
ravine, hence the cause of so much de­ 
struction; and now it seems th at the town 
is right in a gully, but Phoenix-like, is 
rising from its ruins. 
A t the depot (which, by the way, was 
not destroyed) were crowds of pe pie seek­ 
ing shelter from the rain. Every few steps 
cotiins were piled alongside and on top of 
each other, and ju st beyond was a large 
building full of pine boxes. It was a heart­ 
rending sight. 
To the left, as we stood in 
the depot, was a large board structure, 
bearing the sign, “ R ichardson’s Commis­ 
sary Departm ent.-’ 
Rations and clothing 
were being distributed among the people. 
To us it all seemed so sad and solemn, and 
yet there were Johnstow n people there 
who were laughing and joking with each 
other. 
We heard such expressions as, 
“ l/ookout! 
this is my only dress—keep 
your um brella away.-’ A nother would say: 
“ Are you sure the dress is not borrowed?’’ 
T hen a laugh would follow. 
Two girls 
told me how they floated down to the 
school-home on a bay window. 
One lady 
said she didn’t think any of her friends or 
relatives were dead—but her husband’s 
m other and sister were no doubt some­ 
where in the rums. 
These people staid in 
the school-house till Sunday, and caught 
rain-w ater to drink as it poured from the 
roof. 
'We m et others though who were 
heartbroken, and could not speak of the 
flood w ithout 


TEARS STREAMING DOWN THKIR FACES. 
And yet all these persons are going bark 
to build up again, and endeavor to retrieve 
lost fortunes. 
People there told us it was 
all a mistake about them having so much 
chance to save themselves. 
Johnstown 
was already flooded, and folks had begun 
to move into their second stories, when the 
dam broke, and the w ater came down with 
suoh H erculean force as to sweep all be­ 
fore it. 
W e spent most of our time at the m ili­ 


tary headquarters, for it was too sloppy 
and rainy to make navigation profitable. 
The soldiers’ tents are on w hat was the f 
m ain thoroughfare, and the town presents 1 
the appearance of a. soldiers’ encampment. 
T hat you may glean some slight idea of 
w hat Johnstown looks like now, just p ic -1 
ture Santa Cruz in August, when the blue 
coats are encamped in that valley just be­ 
yond the town. 
The relative position of 
this Eastern town is the same; and it is ! 
now a village of tents. Of course, in Santa j 
Cruz there are no wrecks in the distance ' 
to m ar the picturesqueness of the white | 
village, while here houses tumbled one 
over another form the background before 
you get to the pretty hills. 
The original town has virtually disap­ 
peared, and all th at is not gone will be 
torn down, because of the unsafe condition 
since the flood—nice big buildings, with 
fronts, corners and sides knocked out, as 
the case m ight be. 
One of the most inr 
pressive wrecks was th at of the 
house; 
any number 
of great engines 
turned and twisted every which w ay; iron 
rails bent like fine wire into every con­ 
ceivable shape. 
So many people were 


caught in barbed w ir e

And crushed by floating timbers. 
The 
idea is th at many were killed in this way 
who m ight have escaped. 
The sireels 
now are lull of all such heaps and it is 
very uncomfortable getting about. 
General Hastings and 
his assistants 
were very kind to us and were particu­ 
larly interesting in giving their experi­ 
ences. 
There are any number of theories

as to the direct cause of the 
bursting of the dam, the most plausible 
being th at it resulted from a cloud-burst.

I 
The forests growing on the western slope 
of the Sierra are by far the most destruct­ 
ible of the natural wealth of California, 
but they are being rapidly and ruthlessly 
4 destroyed, as if, like a larger kind of per­ 
. nicious weeds, every available means at 
ro u n u -, tjie C0BJn,and ,,f a far-seeing, enterprising 
people should lie set in motion to eradi­ 
cate them. 
O ur gold and silver stored in 
the rocks may ail be gathered at once, ex- 
¡ hausting every mine, w ithout inflicting 
, Ips'ing injury upog any other industry. 
The wealth of the soil on the fertile low­ 
lands is also comparatively safe; for even 
the most wasteful methods of farming can­ 
not eilect complete destruction. 
However 
great the im poverishm ent produced, res­ 
toration of fertility may always be aceom- 
; plished by better methods, so long as the 
¡ fountains of fertilizing rains and snows of 
the mountains are under the saving guard­ 
ianship and control of the forests. 
But 
these forests are being cut down and 
burned and wasted by sheep year by year 
at an accelerated rate, and’ nobody in 
power able to lend a helping hand to 
check this waste, seems to care.

not due to carelessness, and will tend to 
smooth the roekv road that now apparent­ 
ly lies before the club members in the 
shape of prospective law suits th a t are 
now beginning to assume more than phan­ 
tom forms.

W hen we returned to the depot we 
crossed over abridge th at had been finished 
wliile we were there, and which saved us 
a long walk through the wet, slippery 
sand.

th at such a 
placid brook could swell into a turbulent 
stream and crush out so much life and lay 
waste such a length and breadth of land ; 
for it now runs a placid rivulet through 
the heart of the ill-fated city.

and as the darkness came on it was a

to sweep the woods throughout almost 
their whole extent every summer, killing 
th e seedlings and underbrush on which 
the permanence and welfare of the forests 
and stream s depend, and starting running 
fires wherever anything can be found for 
those tires to feed upon, w hile more and 
more lum ber enterprises, conducted under 
the 
most 
destructive, 
short-sighted 
methods, are being set in motion w ithout 
a single glance to the future. 
If possible 
and profitable, every tree, bush and leaf, 
with the soil they arc growing on, and the 
whole solid uplift of the mountains would 
be cut, blasted, scraped, shoveled and 
shipped away to any m arket, home or 
foreign. 
E verything w ithout exception, 
even to souls and geography, would be sold 
for money, could a m arket be found for 
such articles. 


VALUE OK THE FORESTS. 
W ere the practical importance of our 
forests at all manifest, it wouid seem im ­ 
possible that they could fail to receive the 
fostered care of Government. 
Strip off 
the trees w ith th eir underbrush from the 
flank of the Sierra and keep the ground 
bare and sod les-'- with sheep, and almost 
the whole State, the lowlands as well as 
the high lands, would become but little 
better than a desert as compared with its 
present 
exuberant 
fertility. 
During 
rainfalls and while the w inter accum ula­ 
tions of snow were melting, ail the larger 
streams would become destructive torrents, 
cutting deep, rugged gullies, stripping otf 
and carrying away the fertile soils, filling 
up ami overflowing their lower channels 
and covering the lowland fields w ith raw 
detritus, to be followed by drought and 
comparative barenn, s. 
W hile in th eir 
natural condition, or under wise manage­ 
ment as to the collection of m ature trees 
to be cut for lumber, aud the preservation 
of the young trees and shrubs and the sod 
of herbaceous vegetation, these forests 
would be a perennial fountain of wealth 
a-; well as beauty. 
The cool shades of the 
: forest give ri-e to moist sheets and cur­ 
rents of air, and the sod of grasses and the 
various flowering plants and shrubs thus 
fostered, 
together 
w ith 
the 
network 
formed by the roots of the trees, absorb 
and hold back the rains and the waters 
from the m elting of the snow, yet allow­ 
ing them to ooze and percolate through 
the soil and flow gently in useful fertiliz­ 
ing treanre. 
Thus every pine-needle and 
rootlet, xs well as the fallen decaying 
trunks, may be regarded as dams, storing 
up the bounty of the storm-clouds and dis- 
pensiug it in perennial life-giving slreatns, 
instead of allowing it to gather and rush 
headlong in short-lived devastating floods. 


Thus every m ill becomes a center of 
desolation, when, if operated under rea­ 
sonable restrictions and regulations, like 
those in force in France, Italy, Germany 
and Austria, where the welfare of the for­ 
ests has been carefully studied under the 
direction of Government, a constant and 
bountiful supply of lum ber m ight be 
drawn from our noble forests rather to 
their advantage than to their injury or 
destruction.# 


THE SHEEPHERDERS. 
But these fire and ax ravages of the 
lumbermen are as yet small compared with 
those of the “sheepmen." 
Sooner or later 
the winged seeds of the pines and other 
conifers find lodgment on the clearings 
about the mills and spring up in close 
growths, which, though not likely ever to 
become anything like a forest, yet together 
with other plants they cover the desolate 
ground, and go far to protect the snow from 
wasteful and destructive melting. 
But 
clean desolation follows in the wake of the 
sheepmeii. 
Incredible numbers of sheep 
are driven into the mountains every year, 
many more than there is feed for. 
Not 
only are the moisture-absorbing grasses and 
flowers devoured, leaving search a leaf or 
kleik, but the bushes also are stripped bare 
to as great a hight as they can reach, as 
it devoured by Ic&usts. Tn theirjam isliing 
condition even the young pines and firsare 
greedily eaten, and as if to complete the 
desolation and make it as far-reaching as 
possible, fires are set during the dry autum n 
months among fallen tim ber w ith a view 
toward facilitating 
the 
movements of 
the flocks, and perhaps im proving and ex­ 
tending the pastures, 
But even as past­ 
ures the mountains are being spoiled. 
Over vast areas the heibaceons vegetation 
is eaten and tram pled out of existence. 
No dead leaves even, or vegetable mold is 
to be seen in many places. 
D uring an ex ­ 
cursion made a few weeks ago into the 
mountains beyond Yosemite. 1 found most 
ot the forest iloor as bare as the streets of 
Sad Franc fisco. 
It looked as it it had not 
only "been tram pled over, but had been 
used as a corral until no trace of life re­ 
mained. 
“W here are all the fine flower­ 
beds you used to write about?” asked a 
friend who was traveling w ith me. 
In re­ 
ply I said something about sheep. 
The 
only places where we found the natural 
flora of the underwoods were near Wu- 
woua, when we visited the Big Tree 
Grove, Fignal Peak and the beautiful 
Chilnovalny Falls. 
The ax is not yet at 
the root of every tree, but the sheep is, 
and w hat harm has been done by that 
harmless anim al only those may know w ho 
see for themselves.

T E E TESTIMONY OF MR. BE YOUNG. 


M. H . I>e Young, Commissioner from 
California to the “Exposition Univer- 
saille” at Paris, criticises the California 
exhibition in language, which rendered 
into more terse phrase, repiesents the ex­ 
hibition as a shameful failure. 
Mr. De 
Young’s official relation with the subject 
entitles him to speak, agd his presence on 
the ground affords the necessary oppor­ 
tunity for the formation of a judgment. It 
inav, therefore, he said that official in­ 
formation is conveyed to the people of 
California that the products and resources 
of our State are shamefully represented at 
Paris. 
When this matter was first presented to 
the State Board of Trade, that body made 
sufficient examination of the subject to 
enable it to perceive that there were no 
funds with which to make a creditable 
exhibition of the products of this State. A 
committee, comprising representatives of 
the various commercial organizations of 
San Francisco, met with two of the Com­ 
missioners to Paris in the Chamber of 
Commerce. That committee was advised 
of the manner in which California was 
being neglected by the Government, and 
decided that unless a separate and col­ 
lective exhibition could be made, it was 
not judicious to attem pt anything. 
The 
Managers of the Paris Exposition refused 
the 
privilege of making a separate 
and collective exhibition. 
Hence the 
matter 
was 
dropped. 
The 
State 
Board 
of 
Trade 
exhibited 
a very 
commendable 
degree 
of 
good 
sense 
in refusing to have anything to do with 
it. 
It was as apparent to that body, as it 
was generally to the people of California, 
that a poor exhibition would do harm, 
and that a good exhibition could not be 
made. Moreover, it was apparent that very 
little good could be accomplished by such 
an exhibition; that an exhibit distrib­ 
uted into nine parts would be so attenuated 
in any of its parts that the State of Cali­ 
fornia would not be defined against a clear 
sky, but would be mingled in undistin- 
guishable confusion with the great world 
at large. In a word, the Paris Exposition 
may have l een an excellent thing for 
Paris and France, but it offered from the 
very outset no inducement to any other 
country. 
We are now told by California’s 
representative at Paris that the State has 
been shamefully misrepresented. The Con­ 
gress of the United States appropriated 
$250.000 to secure a proper representation 
of the industries of this country at Pari®. 
The Commissioner-General refused any 
part of this appropriation to California. 
There is nothing new or unusual in this 
treatment. California has been 60 persist­ 
ently left out of consideration at the great 
controlling centers of national life, that j 
she ought by this time to be entirely used 
to it. 
But the Paris Exposition has done some­ 
thing beyond disgracing this State in the 
eyes of the world. 
It has taken from us 
many millions of dollars, first by direct loss 
on the part of those who have left the 
State to spend 
money in 
Paris, and 
secondly indirectly by arresting the tide of 
tourist travel to this coast. 
Paris has cost 
the State of California in this way abont 
$10,000,000 in gold coin this year, and yet 
the proposition of a representation at Paris 
received most friendly consideration. 
On the other hand, a proposition was 
mooted to place California and the possi­ 
bilities of her future conspicuously before 
the world, by a separate and independent 
exhibition of her products and resources 
in London; not an exhibition merged and 
mingled in a vast wilderness of exhibits 
drawn from all corners of the globe, but 
one separate and distinct, projected on such 
a scale of magnificence as could not fail 
to accomplish a vast good 
to every 
industry in this State. 
It was an exhibi­ 
tion in search of a market for the products 
which are demanded by the world, but 
which are a drug here. 
There are mill­ 
ions of pounds of canned fruit in Califor­ 
nia, held over from last year’s crop, to 
which other millions are to be added by 
this year’s crop. The vineyard interest of 
the State is languishing almost to the 
point of death. In all the history of viti­ 
culture in this State, that interest has 
never so nearly touched bottom as it will 
during the present year. There is at least 
$100,000,000 of capital invested in the 


vineyards, win% cellars and wine in Cali- j 
fornia to-ds^. but the price paid for Cali­ 
fornia «vltre is unremuneratire. 
It is a 
price below the actual cost of production, 
and, therefore, a rate at which the inter­ 
est ovunot live another year. The orchard 
industry is similarly menaced. 
Now it should be understood that these 
interests do not suffer alone. The price of 
every acre of real estate within the 1 «or­ 
ders of California is to be affected by the 
subsidence of tírese great interests. 
Every 
acre, whether cultivated to orchard and 
vineyard or not, has borrowed some value 
from the prospective use of land in these 
more profitable and higher uses. 
It fol­ 
lows inevitably that the failure of these 
industries to realize expectation means a 
heavy reduction on the values of real 
property, and with the reduction on the 
value of the agricultural lands of the State 
there is to be a corresponding reduction on 
the values of city property. Thus every 
dollar’s worth of realty in California is to 
be iniiueneed by the failure of the fruit 
and grape industries. 
This is by no means the first time the 


R ec o r d-U n io n has called attention to 
this situation, and the remedy is not far to 
seek. Had the bill appropriating $250;000 
to make an exhibit of the fruit and wine 
industries of California in the market of 
the world, in London, been passed, the 
eventual results would 
have conferred 
value upon every dollar invested in real 
estate. The Paris Exhibition has depleted 
us, as the London Exhibition would have 
enriched us. 
The terms of the situation are exceed­ 
ingly simple. 
We have capacity for the 
production of fruits and wines far in ex­ 
cess of any market which can be found in 
our own country. 
The discovery of a mar­ 
ket for our products is the one single 
problem upon the solution of which de­ 
pends the entire future of this State. 
It 
was a matter of the broadest State con­ 
cern that an effort at least should have 
been made to find this market. 
The 
Legislature which refused $250,000 to this 
public-spirited undertaking spent $5,000,­ 
000 fruitlessly, extravagantly, even vil­ 
lainously, by baubles in the way of branch 
insane asylums where none are needed, 
reform schools located at ridiculously re­ 
mote places, and private indemnity bills 
even lee- reputable than grand larceny. 
But even this extravagance, inexcusable 
as it is, is less criminal than the utter 
want of statesmanship, which was too 
stupid to recognize the value of the sug­ 
gestion, or too venal to accord it due con­ 
sideration, and the condition of the field 
industries of California to-day fully illus­ 
trates the great truth that no peopie can 
be prosperous under venal misrule. 
We extend to Mr. De Young our warm­ 
est thanks for the outspoken, manly testi­ 
mony he has borne, and more particularly 
are we grateful, since his testimony fully 
vindicates every prediction made by this 
paper, when the subject of Paris and Lon­ 
don Exhibitions were under consideration. 


SHALL THE LAW BE RESPECTED ? 


Three regimental bands in San Frail­ 
esco refused on Thursday to parade, 
though regularly ordered todo so. These 
bands preferred to ohev the orders of the 
Musicians’ Union and join in the boycott of 
the Fourth of July than to stand true to 
their oaths, assumed with due solemnity 
when they enlisted as National Guards­ 
men. The members of the bands should 
be promptly courtmartialed and duly pun­ 
ished. 
It makes no sort of difference 
whatever that their society commanded 
them to mutiny. 
It is of no earthly con­ 
cern what their detailed excuse may be, 
so long as it is grounded on the late strike 
against the Fourth of July Committee 
Insubordination is 
insubordination 
no 
matter what gilding it may receive. 
If 
the National Guard is to be maintained in 
efficiency, discipline must be insisted upon. 
If these mutinous bands are permitted to 
go free of punishment, we might as well 
disband the organized m ihtia and save to 
the State the sum it annually expends for 
its maintenance. The eyes of every en­ 
listed man in the State will now be fixed 
upon the Second Brigade to observe if the 
organization of the National Guard in 
California is a reality or a sham. 
In fact, 
the matter is so serious that the integrity 
of our whole m ilitia service may be said 
to hinge upon its determination. The 
bauds in question were sworn in as parts 
of the regimental organizations of the bri­ 
gade. 
Under the enlistment the men en­ 
joy certain exemptions and privileges, and 
the bands gain prestige and business dis­ 
tinction. 
Under the enlistment they are 
by contract or regulation entitled to $5 
per day each for service when called to ap­ 
pear in their capacity as guardsmen. That 
the parade orderred occured on the day 
when a civic procesaion moved, or that the 
military and civic processions were min­ 
gled, makes no sort of difference. 
W hat 
the soldier who respects his oath has to do 
is to obey orders, and the guardsman who 
does not respect his oath should be tried 
at the drumhead and sent to a lock-up to 
reflect upon his conrse and reason out the 
truth that enlistment in the service of the 
State of California is just as binding, hon­ 
orable, and carries with it just as serious ob­ 
ligations and as strict penalties for violation 
as apply in the case of Federal enlistment. 
The question now to be settled is not 
whether the musicians on the Fourth of 
July were paid enough, or too little, but 
whether the sovereign State of California 
can be successfully defied by the officials of 
a private organization. The issue is not—it 
never was—between laborers and employ­ 
ers, nor yet one in which capital has any 
concern whatever. 
Capital, therefore, is 
entirely out of this contention. All there 
is in it is this, that a certain body of men 
voluntarily enlisted in the service of the 
State under regulations that they well 
knew obliged them to publicly parade un­ 
der chosen officers of the State on the 4th 
day of July and the 9th day of September, 
and at such other times as their command­ 
ing officers direct. They knew when they 
enlisted, to secure the privileges and 
benefits accruing, that the payment per 
man for such parades was fixed at $5, and 
could not be more, except some one donated 
them a sum of money as a gratuity for 
their service. They were not therefore in 
ignorance of the law. On the contrary, 
they were warned in advance of the day 
what the law is, and what its penalties, 
but they mutinied because in the same 
procession in which they were ordered to 
march other musicians were permitted to 


appear who did not belong to a private 
organisation. 
If these men go free of 
punishment then little reliance can be 
placed upon the organized m ilitia of the 
eState, and in case of riot, insurrection or 
other need for their services the people 
will be involved in doubt as to whether 
the arms of the State are in safe hands, 
or the 'possession of men justified by pre­ 
cedent in refusing, at their pleasure, to 
6erve the State as they have contracted to 
do. 
It conies down to this simple question 
then, “ Are the people and the laws su­ 
preme, or may the one be defied with im­ 
punity, and the other set at naught, by the 
wave of the hand of a private dictator, 
who claims to have the authority to say 
when the National Guardsman may serve 
the State, and when he shall not ?” 
Since the toregoing was placed in type 
advices reach us that Adjutant-General 
Orton has with commendable promptness 
issued an order in which he recites that 
the Commander-in-Chief directs the com­ 
manding officer of the Second Brigade to 
proceed, in accordance with the law. and 
determine the guilt or innocence of the 
guardsmen by courts-martial. 
As General 
Orton well says ; 
“ If some non-military 
authority has more power over a part of 
the military force stationed in San Fran­ 
cisco than the Commander-in-Chief, now 
is a better time to learn it than to wait 
until an emergency arises, and they or 
other similar societies array themselves 
against'the law and the officers appointed 
to administer the same.” 
It has also developed since the views ex­ 
pressed above were formulated, that the 
military bands had nothing to complain of 
in the matter of wages, all they demanded 
having been guaranteed ; they mutinied 
simply under order of an authority not 
recognized by the law. 
The conflict, 
therefore, is directly between the State of 
California represented by its chief execu­ 
tive and a boycotting and usurping power 
that assumes to direct the movements and 
free will of a portion of the military arm 
of the State. 
1 f that arrogant assumption 
is successful it will he hut a step to the 
position justifying the same power in com­ 
manding the National Guard to obey it 
and ignore the orders of the Commander- 
in-Chief.

IN TER STA TE COM M ERCE. 


T he S enate C om m ittee H as an In te re s t­ 
ing Session in R oston. 
B oston, July 5th.—The United States 
Senate Committee on Interestate Com­ 
merce, which has under investigation the 
relation of the Canadian railways to ihe 
interstate commerce laws and the United 
States railways, began a session in this citv 
to-day. 
Senator Ransom explained the 
purposes of the committee's visit. 
Presi­ 
dent Bliss of the Boston and Albany Rail­ 
road was then invited to give h¡3 views to 
the committee. 
President Bliss stated that be was not 
one of those who Relieved the Grand Trunk 
Railroad should be prevented at this late 
day from doing business in the United 
States ; provided, however, they were sub­ 
ject to all tne rules and regulations to 
which American .roads are subjected. He 
had 
no,personal 
knowledge that the 
Canadian 
roads were making reduced 
rates, but it was the general opinion they 
were. If they make reduced rates to indi­ 
viduals here it may be considered they 
failed to comply with the provision of the 
interstate commerce rules. 
If the sys­ 
tem of granting subsidies to the Canadian 
road was continued it would be an injury 
to B o sto n in so fa ra s.it would divert the 
trade from Boston. 
In reply to a question of Senator Blair, 
Bliss claimed that if it was just to regulate 
American roads ay that they cannot com­ 
pete with water lines it is just also to regu­ 
late Canadian roads so that they cannot 
prey upon the American roads after the 
latter are tied up. 
Senator Blair tried hard to make Presi­ 
dent Bliss say that if the Canadian compe- 
j tition was removed the roads would surely 
' increase their charges, but the Witness 
would not do so, stating that if the Cana­ 
dian roads were subjected io the same reg­ 
ulation as the American roads the latter 
would have to take their chances in com­ 
petition. He was not disposed to think the 
Canadian roacs the public benefactors that 
some people thought them. 
President Choate of the Old Colony road 
said his road was probably less affected by 
the interstate commerce hill than any other 
road in the United States. He doubted if 
any law regulating the competition of the 
Canadian roads could be eniorced, though 
it would be a good thing to subject them to 
the same laws as our own roads. How to 
do this he did not know. Certainly not by 
legislation. He believed there had been an 
increase of business over the Canadian 
Pacific lines since the passage oí the law. 
The competition of the Canadian roads, 
he said, was an advantage to New En­ 
gland. He was in favor of permitting the 
Canadian lines to run through New En­ 
gland under the same regulations as our 
roads. The exclusion of their cars would 
be unfair. He did not think the interstate 
law would ever be enforced. The long 
and short haul clause was wrong. Some 
system of pooling would be the best thing. 
After recess C. S. Meliow, General Traffic 
Manager of the Union Pacific, said the 
competition his road felt in connection 
with the Canadian lines was in transconti­ 
nental freight. 
He quoted from the Ca 
uadian Pacific figures to show an increase 
in its tiaffic, and said this was due to too 
large differentials allowed the Canadian 
Pacific. 
if the differentials were done 
away with, the Canadian Pacific would 
come in as a free lance and make such 
rates that no road could do business at a 
profit. They could afford it on account of 
the Government aid extended to them.

The recent sale in New York of thor­ 
oughbreds raised at Rancho del Paso, in 
Sacramento county, gives much tood for 
thought regarding the vast increase of this 
industry, and the many advantages pos­ 
sessed by Sacramento as first in rank of 
breeding localities in California. A warm 
and equable climate, such as this county 
enjoys, is one of the first essentials sought 
by those seeking localities for breeding 
farms, and the size and form of this last 
lot of what might be termed “ baby colts” 
(as they were all .yearlings, none having as 
yet had bits in their mouths, but sirnply 
halter-broke, and not six months from 
their mother's side) caused much compli­ 
mentary notice from the veteran turfmen 
that attended the sale.

The impetus received for this business 
wi:l not die out soon, as ihe entries of colts 
in future events will keep it alive for years 
to come, and the intelligent breeder need 
have no fear of disposing readily of his 
surplus. 
Hut breeders should see to the 
engagements of their colts. They should 
enter them at home, and throughout the 
principal meetings of the East and West, 
as engagements in rich events increases the 
value o< colts. 
In the establishment of the proposed 
spring meetings at Sacramento, encourage­ 
ment will be given to the wintering of 
Eastern stables w ith us, to the end that 
they niey note the development of their 
stock, return and permanently locate with 
us. 
With this idea in view Secretare 
Smith, ni the Slate Agricultural Society, 
has printed th e following polite invitation 
upon the fly-leat ot the entry blanks about 
tobe sent to Eastern horsemen, inviting 
entries lor next spring’s events :

J u d g e

R e n d e rs a D ec-sion 
K m b ra c in g I m p o r ta n t F e a tu re s . 
In Department One of theSnperior Court 
yesterday Judge Armstrong denied the mo­ 
tion of plaintiffs for a new trial in the case 
of A. Leonard & Son vs. Ami Kimball, and 
gave his reasons therefore in the following 
terms, which will be found to be of in­ 
terest : 
T he judgm ent was for the defendants lu this 
action, and the plaintiffs now move for a new 
trial. 
The defendants are husband and wife. 
T he action was brought by the plaintiffs to re ­ 
cover con: m issions for selling or procuring a 
porcaa'-er for a fot ill sacram ento upon a con­ 
tract m ade w ith th e wife. The lot was the 
com m unity property of the defendants, us hus­ 
band and wife, though it stood on th e records 
in h er nam e. 
The ease was very elaborately 
argued by counsel for the plaintitls, but the 
m ast difficult point in th e case is th e one the 
least discussed. 
It is this: Can the wife con­ 
tract w ith a broker to sell or find a purchaser 
for the com m unity property standing m her 
nam e so as to bind neiself and husband, or h er­ 
self alone, to pay com m issions? The p ainlitf's, 
w ho are broker-, knew , or are presum ed to 
have know n, th at the property was com m unity 
properly, and th at a deed m ade by the wife 
would not pass the title to th e purchaser, bat 
w ould cast a cloud upon the title o! the hus­ 
band. If she had m ade a deed to the purchaser 
procured by the plaintiffs, the husband could 
only h a re rem oved the c ’oud by an action 
against his wife and the purchaser for th a t p u r­ 
pose. and m ight have m ade the brokers a paitv 
to th a t action, os they would have been liable 
to the husband for costs aud dam ages sustained 
by the husband by reason of the cloud on his 
title created by the deed they procured to be 
m ade. The agreem ent by brokers w ith the 
wife 
to 
sell 
or procuro a purchaser for 
th e 
com m unity 
property standing in her 
nam e is an 
illegal act. 
It has 
a direct 
tendency 
to 
create dom estic conflict and 
cause 
"bitter 
and 
expensive 
litigation 
botw een th e spouses. It is the policy of the 
law to rem ove from th e hom e ot m arried people 
all cause tor controversy: but to hold that an 
agreem ent m ade by the wife with a broker to 
sell on com m issions the com m unity property 
standing in her nam e to be valid would be to 
la vile strife, controversy, and bitter litigation 
betw een th e husband and wife. 
If she m ust 
pay com m issions this would be an inducem ent 
to execute th e deed. The execution ol the deed 
would be th e first cannon shot in th e litiguoua 
dom estic w ar. and th e strife m ight not end 
w ith a litigation io rem ove the cloud upon the 
title cast by the deed; but by a judgm ent sever­ 
ing the bonds of 
m atrim ony 
between the 
spouses and breaking up all the fam ily ties 
Such agreem ents, having such tendencies, are 
contrary to public policy, for w hich reason they 
are illegal and void. The plaintiffs found & 
purchaser In thi« case: but the husband ob­ 
jected to th e sale, as he had a right to do. The 
plaintiffs are presum ed to know the law and 
therefore to know th e right» of the husband, 
aud th a t they had no right for the sake of & 
com m ission to confederate w ith the wife to d e­ 
feat or cloud his title to the com m unity prop­ 
erty. The services having been perform ed by 
th e plaintiff- in the prom otion of an Illegal act 
they cannot m aintain an action for them 
This 
is elem entary law . T he m otion for a new trial 
should be denied, and it is so ordered.

STRAWS JUST NOW, 


AFTER THE F0FETK. 


Ju stic e D evin e D oes a G ood B u sin ess in 
the I’olice Court. 
In the Police Court yesterday Charles 
Briggs aDd John 
McLaughlin, charged 
with being drunk, w « e allowed to go. 
An Indian named Jack Alartin was fined 
$5 for having indulged in an overdose of 
fire-water, but with the unders'.anding that 
he would not have So pay the fine if he left 
town. 
Jane Doe, Mary Roe, James B. Glass and 
Harvey Green, all charged with drunken­ 
ness, forfeited their deposits. 
A jury trial was demanded in the case of 
Airs. Anderson, charged -with keeping a 
disorderly house, and the trial was set for 
Wednesday next. A venire for twenty- 
five jurors was issued, returnable at that 
time. 
Frank Swanson and Johnnie Reagan 
each pleaded guilty to being vagrants, and 
a sentence of ninety days in the County 
Jail was imposed. Judge Devine, how­ 
ever, gave them until 6 o’clock in the even­ 
ing to get out of town, and doubtless they 
took advantage of the opportunity. 
Two charges of disturbing the peace 
against \V. J. Glover were dismissed, there 
being not enough evidence to warrant a 
conviction. 
Charles Gannon, convicted a few days 
ago of battery on his wife, was called for 
sentence. 
The Court said there were ex­ 
tenuating circumstances connected with 
the offense, as the defendant was led to be­ 
lieve that his wife was associating with 
two women of loose character, which an­ 
gered him. A sentence of $10 or ten days 
was inflicted. 
Another of the Gannon family—W ill­ 
iam, this time—wa3 up for battery, coin­ 
milted upon the person of a colored plas­ 
terer. 
The prosecuting witness became 
very merciful all ot a sudden, and declared 
that he and Gannon were unlv fooling, and 
that there was no battery committed. The 
Court could do nothing but discharge the 
defendant, but took occasion to say that 
while the Anderson or Gannon family are 
around the Police Court will not want for 
busiliess 
An aliernoon session was held for the 
purpose of trying Jessie Waddle, charged 
with drawing and exhibiting a deadlv 
weapon. Officer Ash swore that on Wed­ 
nesday last fie saw the defendant in a 
Second-street dive brandishing a pistol and 
using loud and vulgar language, and re­ 
sisted arrest. 
Waddle testified that he drew the weapon 
to ‘ scare o ff” an Indian who was following 
him, 
Judge Devine imposed a tax of $10 upon 
the delendant.

lirt aud said Fil Ki et al. were defendants 
The com plaint in th a t action was entitled, 
“ III the Suprem e Couit of the County of Yuba, 
State of California." 
The w rapper or outside 
cover had upon it th e title, " in the Superior 
Court of th e State ot California, in and tor the 
County of Y u b a” The sum m ons and tem po­ 
rary injunction were entitled, "In th e Superior 
C-ourt ot the state of California, in an 1 for the 
County of Yuba." 
The com plaint v a s tiled in 
th e office oi the Clerk of the Superior Comt of 
the said couuty of Yuba. 
The contention of th e petitioners is th at no 
such action as th at in which said injunction 
purports to have decn issued, was pending in 
the Superior Court of said county at the tim e 
said injunctiou issued. T hat a com plaint m ust 
contain, am ong other tirin-s. the nam e of the 
Court and county in w hich the action 
is 
brought, and th at th e com plaint in this case 
docs not contain the nam e of any Court. T hat 
the com plaint is defective in th at respect, is ap­ 
parent. 
Is it a fatal defect? Civil actions lu 
the Courts of this sta le are com m enced by­ 
filing a com plaint. 
(C. C. P. 405.) 
The com plaint m ust contain: j . The title of 
th e action, the nam e o f the Court and countv in 
w hich th e action w as brought, and th e nam es 
ol the parties io the actiou. 2. A statem ent of 
the facts constituting th e cause of action, in or­ 
dinary and concise language. 8. A dem and ot 
the relief u h ich the plaim iff claim s. If the 
recovery of m oney or dam ages be dem anded, 
the am ount thereof m ust be.stated. 
{Id.. siC.) 
If, i» order to constitute a com plaint, it is 
necessary to strictly com ply w ith each and 


m ight be disobeyed w ithout com m itting con­ 
tem pt of Court. 
B ut no m ere irregularity or 
om ission, not going to the jurisdiction of the 
Court, can be taken advantage of in this pro­ 
ceeding. 
Here we can only inquire w hether 
the Court had jurisdiction to issue the injunc­ 
tion. 'Ihe Code prescribes w hat a com plaint 
m ust contain and it provides that the Court 
m ust in every stage of an action disregard any 
error or detect in the pleadings or proceedings 
w hich does no! affect the substantial rights of 
the parties, and no judgm ent m ust be reversed 
or affected bv reason of such error or defect. 
(Id. 475.) 
The two provisions are equally m andatory 
and im perative. The defect relied on lu this 
case could not in auy conceivable way affect 
the substantia1 rights of the parties.

T he B onding P riv ileg e. 
[San Francisco Cali, July ad.] 
The Canadian Pacific Company Has noti­ 
fied the Treasury Departm ent that it de­ 
sires to withdraw the application it m ade a 
few weeks ago to have the bonding privi­ 
lege granted to its short line through tbe 
State of Maine. It is also intim ated in the 
same dispatch that the Canadian Pacific 
wili take out an American charter for the 
Maine connection. The bonding privilege, 
as it is called, evidently needs legislative 
revision. Tbe law-m aking power of the 
United States has declared that the carry­ 
ing trade between American ports should 
be done in American vessels. 
No bonding 
privilege should be perm itted which vio­ 
lates this iaw. There is no subject upon 
which tbe law has been more consistent 
than upon this. All parties agree that our 
coastwise Commerce should be preserved 
for our own people. Even the advocates 
of free ships adm it the necessity of a lim ita­ 
tion of the em ploym ent of such ships to 
the foreign trade. The Canadian Pacific has 
at one time and another obtained privileges 
which are incompatible with the preserva­ 
tion of our coastwise trade to our own 
people. 
In principle there is no difference 
between the transportation of goods by a 
foreign railroad company between 
two 
American inland points and the transpor­ 
tation of goods by a foreign steamship 
company between American seacoast ooints. 
B ut the one is prohibited and the’ other 
perm itted. 
Joseph X im no says in bis “ A Canadian 
Scheme oi Aggression ” that by dint of al­ 
most unrem itting begging tbe Treasure 
Departm ent bas been coaxed into granting 
favors to Canadian railroads until dutiable 
goods may be transported through Canada 
with even less restraint of our customs reg­ 
ulations than is imposed upon American 
roads. 
The treaty of W ashington appears 
to be the pretext upon which most of these 
favors bave been asked. That treaty gives 
to Canadian railroad companies the right 
to transfer goods from one point in the 
United States through Canadian territory 
to another point in the U nited’States w ith­ 
out paym ent o! duty. The treaty, however, 
omits to make this privilege reciprocal. As 
a# instance the action of the Dominion 
Government in refn-ing to allow American 
fishermen to ship tbeir fish across Canadian 
territory free of duty m ay be referred to as 
w ithin the recollection of every one who 
gives any consideration to such matters. 
W hat the Canadian Pacific asks for now 
will, if granted, give them the free run of 
American ports and inland points about 
the same as if the Canadian Pacific were 
an American company, subject to our laws 
and unaided by subsidies.

EXPERIMENT IN FISH CULTURE. 


An E ffort to G et 
a n 
E arly 
U ul 
oi 
Shad. 
Last spring about half a m illion young 
shad were placed soon after hatching in a 
large pond in W ashington, and were care­ 
fully tended and fed and protected from 
enemies during the whole of the period 
which the young shad spends in fresh 
water. 
The young fishes prospered and 
grew rapidly, and nearly all of them were 
still alive when the tim e for m igrating to 
the ocean came in the fall. 
The gates of 
the pond were then opened one morning, 
and all day long the silver stream of 
young shad poured out through them and 
started on the long journey down to the 
sea. 
All naturalists will look forward 
with the greatest interest to the time 
when these fishes return, bringing back 
with them to the fishermen of th e Potomac 
the wealth of food which they have gaih- 
ered in the ocean. 
In the m eantim e we 
may indulge the hope th at the strong con­ 
stitutions which they have acquired dur­ 
ing their carefully nurtured youth will 
enable them to excel their less favored 
brothers, and th at when they reach our 
m arket they will have some of the excel­ 
lence of our improved garden products. 
But this is not all. 
These shad were 
reared from selected eggs. 
The adults 
which enter our waters first in the spring 
are most valuable to the fishermen, since 
they are put upon thg m arket at a tim e 
when fresh fish are scarce and high priced. 
Our experience with garden vegetables 
justifies the expectation th at the eggs of 
early shad shall themselves give birth to 
early shad. 
Now, all the young fishes 
which were put into the Fish Commission­ 
ers’ pond were hatched from eggs taken 
from the earliest shad of the season, and, 
if this process of selection be pursued for a 
few years, we may feel confident th at the 
Potomac river will soon abound in shad of 
extra quality at the tim e when fine shad 
are hardest to get and most valuable.— 
Popular Science Monthly for July. 
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M uch-needed P o sta l R eform . 
In order th at the people m ight he well 
educated in m atters of government, the 
early Congresses put periodicals at a rate 
of postage which is only one-quarter of 
th a t exacted for books. 
This curious dis­ 
tinction still exists, though the periodical 
is often heavier and more cumbrous than 
tbe book. But a copy of Scribner's Magazine 
will be sent by the U nited States to an 
outlying postoffice in W ashington T erri­ 
tory at a quarter part of the price which a 
book of the same weight and th e same 
size will be sent for. 
T he result in the 
publishing of the country is exactly the 
same which m ight be seen if a great shoe 
dealer were “ boycotted” by all the express 
companies. 
If the express companies said 
they would carry Jones & Company’s shoes 
for a quarter part of the price for which 
they would carry Sm ith <& Company’s 
shoes, they would say just what the general 
Government says when it carries 
the 
magazine weighing eight ounces for a 
quarter part of the price of a book weigh­ 
ing eight ounces. 
Of this yon see the conseaneuees the 
country over. 
You shall go into a great 
W estern book store and you shall see piles 
of magazines. 
You shall turn and ask for 
books, and you may find not so many 
books in the shop as they receive maga­ 
zines from the Century office or from II-,r- 
per's, or from the Cosmopolitan, or from the 
Forum, in a month. 
This is very well for 
the Forum and for the Century, "but it is 
very bad for literatu re; and the greatest 
gift w hich any courageous Congressman 
can give to the authors and publishers of 
this country, and still more to the people 
of this country, will be a short amendm ent 
to the present statute which shall direct 
the carriage of all books as “second-class 
m atter.”— Rev. Dr, E. E. Hale in 1 he July 
Forum.

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STORY OF 
LOTO’ 
OAK. 


Almost everyone who baa ever heard of 
'■Brunswick, Georgia, knows of “ Lovers’ 
' Oak "—a magnificent old tree that stands 
■ on the ocean side of the city and for cen- 
■ turiee has watched the tides as they come 
and go. 
One of Montgomery Folsom’s 
prettiest poems, first printed in the Macon 
Teieyiaph, is dedicated to this tree. 
The 
city authorities recently had its base in­ 
closed by an iron picket fence, and have 
■made it an offense, punishable >v a heavy 
fine, for anyone who now iwecrates its 
body or limbs by cutting names, ini­ 
tials, etc. 
It has always been a favorite resort for 
young people, and visitors never leave the 
■city without taking a look t those mag­ 
nificent branches, whose «hade covers more 
than an acre of ground. 
This great giant of the forest, at a dis­ 
tance, looks like a huge umbrella spread 
for the protection of the soil. 
Its great 
trunk grows into three prong- -orne three 
feet from the ground, and goes up with 
such gradual slope that people 'valk up 
among its branches with little difficulty, 
and on picnic occasions I have known of 
more than one 
hundred people being 
perched among the limbs. 
It is said there 
have been few marriages in Brunswick 
that the loving ones did not trace back 
many of the sweets of courtship to “Lovers’ 
Oak,” and it is recorded that many of the 
most romantic marriages have taken place 
under its sheltering boughs. 
As is often the case with romantic spots, 
tuere is a legend connected with this tree 
that would be interesting if told in print— 
a legend that for many, many years was 
never told save under the shade of the 
tree, where the listener was solemnly 
C 
l edged not to repeat the story least he 
ring the audience with him to the tree 
and exact the same pledge in return. 
Thus the story was perpetuated from 
generation to generation amoDg the young 
people. 
I tell it to-day. as near as I can 
remember, as it was told to me once by a 
beautiful, dark-eyed girl, who Torched be­ 
side me one lovely afternoon of a June 
day long since gone, and she lent the 
music of a charming voice to help impress 
on memory one of the beautiful :ales of 
the sea, for which this country is famous, 
She told me of how, years ago, when the 
pale-face was unknown and this fine land 
was the haunt of the deer, and the habita­ 
tion of only red men, there lived in mid­ 
dle Georgia a tribe of Indians that were 
celebrated for brave warriors, and whose 
chief w asjhe father of a beautiful daugh­ 
ter. 
This dusky belle of the forest was sought 
far and wide by the braves, who were all 
captivated by her charms. 
One of them 
was the favored of the old chief, who, 
probubly, very much as fathers in this day 
aud generation, looked at such things with 
a business eye. 
However, the girl, womanlike, chose to 
follow her own heart, and fell in love with 
a slender youth, who cared more for the 
camp than he did for the chase, and would 
rather chase the nimble deer than search 
for scalps in bloody fight. 
This put him 
in disfavor with the braves, and when the 
old chieftain discovered that his favorite 
child had twined her young heart around 
this worthless youth 
he naturally grew 
wroth, and banished 
the young upstart 
from the camp. 
But a maiden’s heart is but a maiden's 
heart, whether it beats in a dusky breast 
or bosom white as snow. So, as was ever 
the way since the world was made, the 
young people managed to meet quite often 
just outside the camp, notwithstanding 
watchful eyes, and they pledged eternal 
love, as young folks do sometimes even 
now, but they were probably more sincere. 
The wary old chief became uneasy, and 
when that fall, with a chosen band of war­ 
riors with their squaws, he set oft' to the 
sea coas^to obtain a winter supply of salt, 
which they did by boiling sea water, the 
young daughter of the chief was forced to 
go with the party. 
But woman’6 wit is al­ 
ways keen, and she gave her lover to un­ 
stand he was to follow, always keeping on 
the side next to the setting sun, and at 
evening, when the party pitched their 
camp for the night, she would steal away 
for a walk, and would always meet her 
lover coming from that direction. 
Thus they journeyed day by day, until 
cue evening they reached the coast just 
as the glorious autumn's sun was tinging 
with gold the tops of the great live oaks, 
and lingered before saying good night. 
The camp was pitched on what we now 
call the south side of Brunswick, and, as 
usual, “ Minnie Wassie,” for this was her 
name, slipped away for her evening stroll. 
A few moments after she turned her face 
toward the setting sun she saw. standing 
under this tree, “ Netowah." the idol of 
her heart. 
He pressed her to his bosom, 
aud when the lingering good-bv was said 
it was with the understanding that the 
“ oak. ” should be the daily trysting place 
until the camp should move. 
There they 
met in the autumn twilight regularly, 
until one day Minnie Wassie acted rather 
coldly, and the impetuous lover, stung by 
her manner, upbraided her with being un­ 
true, and thev parted in a miff'. Next day, 
N’etowah, still feeling sore and miserable, 
ventured near the camp to catch a glimpse 
of his dear one. 
There he saw what kindled the fiercest 
flame of passion and jealous rage. Minnie 
Wassie was sitting on a fallen tree, and his 
hated rival was stretched lazily at her feet. 
Netowah did not pause to look again. 
H e did not know that the old Chief had 
a hand in the scene he bad just witnessed, 
and that Minnie Wassie, while talking to 
the hated rival, was at that moment think­ 
ing of him and longing for the evening 
shadow- to lengthen, that she might steal 
back to his bosom and tell how sorry she 
had been ; that she was penitent for the 
misery lioth had suffered. 
H e thought of none of these things, but 
crept back to nurse his jealous rage and 
conjure up bitter thoughts of her who had 
promised to lie his bride. 
That evening 
Minnie Wassie came earlier than usual. 
A sorry smile wreathed her face when her 
glauce fell on the frowning countenance of 
her lover—she was ready to make up and 
be happy. 
But he, foolish boy, would not see the 
devotion that 1 teamed from those dark 
aud liquid eyes. 
His first words were harsh aud upbraid­ 
ing. 
They cut and stung her very soul, 
and tlic warm words were checked and 
frozen by womanly pride. 
She spoke 
coldly and turned to go. 
For a second Netowah stood with a 
scowl—in that second he lived an age. 
In 
blind, sheer madness he saw the bright 
blossoms of lioi>e that had filled his heart 
all wither and die in an instant. 
>he who 
liad been so dear and whose life was now 
part aud parcel of his very being, was go­ 
ing—going to be the bride of another—to 
leave him an outcast. 
He was foolish to 
have such thoughts and be so unreasoning, 
but he was only an Indian, and Christian 
men to-day are sometimes* equally unrea­ 
soning. 
It would be hard to te ll; we can only 
imagine what Netowah thought, but this 
we know, before Minnie Wassie was clear 
of the shade of this tree his mind was 
in mi 5 up. 
With a sudden hound he was 
at her side; he fiercely gra.-j>ed her shoul­ 
der with his left hand and faced her round 
toward the setting sun. 
In his right hand 
gleamed a long, keen hunting knife that 
glittered as a dying sunbeam -truggled 
through the trees and for an instant kissed 
the brow of the beautiful girl, who never 
realizes! what was meant. 
The blow came too swift and sudden— 
the blade pierce through her heart, and 
she sank without a moan at his feet. 
For an instant he stood, perhaps his 
heart still in rage : perhaps he had real­ 
ized the awful crime and was crazed with 


grief. 
Bat we know he raised the drip­ 
ping blade and plunged it into his own 
miserable heart and fell. 
A child discovered them and carried the 
news to camp. 
The old chief came out 
and found those two lovers side by side, 
cold in death. 
They dug a grave, buried them right 
under this tree, and from that time until 
now it has been known as “ Lovers’ Oak.’’ 
The story was first told to the child of 
an early settler by an old Indian woman, 
who was the little dusky maiden that wit­ 
nessed the tragedy. 
Thus we print the legend of the oak as 
it has been told and repeated oft, until 
every one in this city to-day of the old in­ 
habitants will recall with what awe they 
heard its recital in the boughs of the tree 
itself.

W hy th e N u m eral» on W a tc h D ials D iffer 
F ro m T h o se In C o m m o n C se. 
In a recent conversation with a Star re­ 
porter a prominent jeweler of Maiden Lane 
told the following story to explain why the 
Roman numerals printed on the dials of 
watches and clocks differ from those in com­ 
mon use. 
He said : 
“It is nothing but a tradition among 
watch-makers, but the custom has always 
beeu preserved. 
You may or you may not 
know that the first clock that in any way 
resembled those now in use was made by 
Henry Vick, in 1370. 
He made it for 
Charles V., of France, who has been called 
‘The Wise.’ 
“Now, Charles was wise in a good many 
wavs. 
He was wise enough to recover 
from England most of the land which Ed­ 
ward III. had conquered, and he did a 
good many other things which benefited 
France. But his early education had been 
somewhat neglected, and 
he 
probably

service examination in these enlightened 
ages. 
Still he had the reputation for wis­ 
dom, and thought that it was necessary, in 
arder to keep it up, that he should also be 
supposed to possess book learning. 
The 
latter was a subject he was extremely 
touchy about.

A DANGEROUS OCCUPATION 


K le c tric L ig h t 
L in e m e n 
M ust b e 
E x ­ 
tre m e ly C a re fu l in T h e ir W ay». 
“A lineman carries his 
life in his 
pocket, and it may slip through a very 
tiny hole,” said an employe of the Brush 
Electric Light Company. 
“A cool head 
and a steady nerve, with a smattering of 
electrical knowledge, are the prerequisites 
of a first-class lineman. 
Unless a man be 
apt to judge and quick to remember he 
will be liable to serious blunders in his 
manipulation of the wires. 
Where there 
are dozens of them attached to one pole, it 
is necessary that he should be able readily 
to distinguish each from the others, and 
have no doubt as to whether it be quick or 
dead. 
Contact with the earth through 
means of a conductor should be shunned 
like death itself. 
Moisture in the atmos­ 
phere or on the wires or the pole greatly 
accentuates the danger that always pre­ 
vails. 
What is ordinarily a non-conductor 
becomes imbued with conducting proper­ 
ties when it is wet, and this is why line­ 
men dread to mount the poles after or dur­ 
ing a heavy storm. 
“If a man exercises due diligence and a 
certain amount of what is termed ‘gump­ 
tion,’ he may pursue his business for years 
without receiving any worse injury than a 
burn or two. 
But even the coolest-headed 
man is liable to blunder occasionally, and 
there is no other department in life where 
a blunder of microscopic proportion effects 
such disastrous results. 
The contact of a 
dangling watch charm or a little finger 
nail with the wrong wire at the wrong 
time may cost a man his life. 
So long, 
however, as he sits astride the cross-piece 
of a wooden telegraph pole and confines 
his attention solely to a wire that has no 
communication with the earth, he is as 
safe as if he were in his mother’s aA s."

J e w s in E n g la n d . 
The total Jewish population in England 
is estimated at about 70,000. 
Of these 50,­ 
000 are in I-ondon—30,000 in the W hite­ 
chapel district, 10,000 in other parts of 
East London and 10,000 in the western 
and northwestern districts. 
The latter 
comprise the wealthiest and most culti­ 
vated of the Hebrew community. 
There 
are in London forty synagogues in all— 
eleven United synagogues, two Spanish 
and Portuguese congregations, four inde­ 
pendent orthodox synagogues, twenty-two 
federated synagogues, acknowledging the 
orthodox ecclesiastical authorities, and 
one Reformed synagogue under Professor 
Marks, of which a description, and of the 
tenets and worship, will lie found in the 
“ Sunday at Home” for 1888. 
The Re­ 
formed synagogue in London has an or­ 
gan, as has one in Bradford and another 
in Manchester. 
In the orthodox syna­ 
gogues English is not used except in spec­ 
ial prayers—as for the royal family—and 
in the sermon. 
As the national census 
does not now give religious statistics, the 
estimate of the Jewish population is taken 
from the records of deaths and burials, 
births and marriages, checked by the 
amount of consumption of passover cakes 
and the attendence at synagogues on the 
Hay of Atonement, when all respectable 
adult Jews, if at no other time, make 
their apjiearance.

The following 
remarkable paper was 
read by George E. Waring, Jr., before the 
American Medical Association at New­ 
port, R. I., on the 25th of June: 
Early in 1855, moved by the most dis­ 
tressing condition of the sick and wounded 
in the hospitals of the Crimean army, 
Lord Panmure commissioned Hr. Suther­ 
land, Hr. Gavin, and Mr. Bawlinson to 
proceed to the Bosphorus and to the Cri­ 
mea, and to take instant measures for the 
improvement of the sanitary state of those 
sadly crowded buildings. 
Mr. Rawlinson, a man of sound sense, 
great practical skill, and a genius of direct 
and positive action, and then in the prime 
of life, was quick to apply to the appalling 
conditions with which he was confronted 
those well-trained abilities which had 
already marked him, and which still mark 
him, as one of the great lights of sanitary 
engineering. 
The order was issued on the 19th of 
Feburary. 
In less than three weeks the 
work at Scutari was already progressing, 
and within a month a marked effect was 
obvious. 
Kinglake says: 
“ Then came on 
a 
change which, if only it had been preceded 
by mummery instead of ventilation and 
drainage and pure-water supply, would 
have easily passed for a miracle. 
Down 
went the rate of mortality. 
Having al­ 
ready gone down from the terrible Febru­ 
ary rate of 42 per cent, to 31, it descended 
in the next fortnight to 14, in the next 
twenty days(to 10, in the next to 5, in the 
next to 4, and finally, in the next twenty 
days—days ending on the 30th of June, 
1855—to scarcely more than 2.” The exact 
figures aro 42.7, 31.5, 24.4, 10.7, 5.2, 4.3, 
2.2. 
The average rate in military hos­ 
pitals in England was 2.9. 
This result 
was achieved by physical changes 


EFFECTED BY' INTELLIGENT ENGINEERING. 
Hr. Billings, in his work for the tenth 
census of the United States, estimates the 
death-rate of the whole country at about 
eighteen per thousand. 
It cannot be ques­ 
tioned that a proper regulation of the uni­ 
versal conditions of human life through­ 
out the whole country would reduce this 
rate to twelve per thousand, saving every 
year, on the basis of the present popula­ 
tion, not fewey than 365,000 lives which 
are now sacrificed to neglected filth, with 
its attendant contamination of the soil on 
which we live, of the air we breathe, of 
the food we eat, and of the water we drink. 
Disregarding for the moment the enor­ 
mous loss of power and loss of heart, and 
the manifold suffering incident to the sick­ 
ness these deaths imply, we are confronted 
with the stupendous and disgraceful fact 
that in these prosperous and intelligent 
United States— which we believe to be the 
home of the highest modern civ iliza tio n - 
one thousand human beings are stricken to 
death 
every 
day, 
cruelly, needlessly, 
wickedly, solely because of the lack of that 
which it needs only intelligent direction to 
secure. We thus wantonly destroy in three 
years 


MORE LIVES THAN WERE SACRIFICED, 
Directly and indirectly, by both North and 
South, during the war of the rebellion. 
The sum now paid for pensions during 
three years, if intelligently administered, 
would cover the improvements required to 
prevent these deaths. 
The epidemic of yellow fever in 1878 
aroused the active sympathies of the na­ 
tion, and even frightened Congress into an 
unwonted activity in behalf of the life 
and health of the people. 
The deaths 
from that epidemic did not amount to more 
than 18,000. 
The lives wantonly sacrificed 
to preventable disease amounted to that 
number every eighteen days. 
The whole country now stands aghast at 
the fearful sacrifice of life caused by the 
bursting of the dam above Johnstown. 
Estimates of the actual loss are necessarily 
vague, but it is entirely safe to say that 
twice each month—twenty-four times each 
year—as many jiersons die lingering and 
painful deaths, caused by a universal neg­ 
lect on the part of the whole people that 
is no less culpable than was the neglect of 
those charged with the construction and 
care of the disastrous dam. 
We stand, one and all, we and our wives 
and children, subject to an ever-present 
and 
ENTIRELY' AVOIDABLE DANGER, 
Of a sort that every man, woman and 
child in every enlightened country has a 
just right to be protected against. 
Such protection it is quite within the 
power of the people to secure, but the 
people themselves must secure it. 
All 
that we can do is to point out the way and 
to emphasize the necessity. 
The huge 
task is one whose doing can be compassed 
only by the force of an aroused public 
opinion; our task, hardly less huge, it 
must be to awaken and vivify that opinion. 
W hat is to be done relates chiefly to the 
complete removal of the organic wastes of 
life before the beginning of putrefaction, 
and the ultimate disposal of these wastes 
by methods now understood, in such a way 
as to reduce them to their elements with­ 
out such contamination of earth, water, or 
air as now reacts so fatally on the popula­ 
tion. 
The process would be simple. 
Its 
seriousness arises from the wide and uni­ 
versal dissemination of points needing at­ 
tention, and from the enormous aggregate 
of cases to be treated. 
The adequate sani­ 
tary improvement would involve drainage 
and garbage removal, water supply, and 
some improvement of ventilation." 
By 
drainage we mean, in this connection, the 
removal of filth in sufficient currents of 
water, and this is by far 


THE MOST IMPORTANT THING TO BE DONE. 
Accumulations of filth not susceptible of 
removal in water must be removed in other 
ways or destroyed. 
W hile it is obviously 
necessary to bring water from a distance tor 
the supply of those who live in large 
towns, village communities may safely rely 
on well-water, if only the water of the 
ground be protected against contamination, 
as it would be by the complete removal 
and proper disposal of organic waste. 
So, 
also, with the prevention of putrefaction 
in and about habitations, the need for 
costly artificial ventilation will be greatly 
reduced. 
The freedom with which air 
passes not only through the imperfections 
of our buildings, but through the very 
walls of our houses, is shown to suffice for 
the favoring of health and longevity, by 
the great number of aged and robust per­ 
sons habitually living in an atmosphere 
that would seem intolerable to one accus­ 
tomed to better conditions. 
It is not to he 
understood that the most complete ventila­ 
tion is not desirable, only that if all waste 
matter he properly removed and disposed 
of. aud if the water supply he made pure, 
a reduction of the death-rate to twelve per 
thousand might fairly he expected, even 
without such ventilation as any sanitarian 
would think desirable. 
The foregoing an­ 
nouncement is based on 


NO UNTRIED THEORY". 
We know by ex¡ier¡ence that under whole­ 
some conditions of life a general death- 
rate of twelve to a thousand can be reached 
in towns, and that a lower rate is possible 
in the country. 
We know that where or­ 
ganic refuse, including that which 
is 
voided from our persons, is completelv re­ 
moved without the possibility of fouling 
the surface or the interior spaces of the 
soil, without the possibility of contami­ 
nating our supplies of water and food, and 
without the possibility of sending the 
gaseous products of its" putrefaction into 


the atmosphere that we breathe, the con­ 
ditions requisite for the maintenance of 
the zymotic diseases are substantially an­ 
nihilated, and the great cause of malaise, 
debility and suffering is averted. 
If the 
improvement includes, as it often will in 
an incidental way, the correction of by- 
grometric conditions tending to the pro­ 
duction of malaria, the relief will be 
greatly magnified. It may therefore safely 
be asserted, in the light of what we know 
of improvements that have been effected 
by simple changes of physical conditions, 
that a proper application of the sanitary 
arts of the engineer would of itself suffice 
to save to 11s the thousand lives now daily 
thrown away and to multiply greatly the 
happiness and efficacy of myriads whose 
sickness, though not mortal, is 


GRIEVOUSLY' 
I’AKfFUL 
AND 
INCAPACI 
TATING. 
It is, course, not to be understood that 
even the zymotic diseases, which are 
chiefly referred to in this paper, are to be 
withdrawn from the domain of the physi­ 
cian and intrusted to the unaided efforts of 
theengineer. The great advance insanitary 
achievement in the past fifteen years has 
taken place not in the field, but in the 
laboratory; it is in your profession, not in 
ours, that the great wonders have been 
wrought. 
It has long been considered that the 
rough measures of the drain-builder and 
the water-purvevor were effective in ward­ 
ing off much disease and death, but the 
knowledge under which our results have 
been achieved has been very largely of an 
empirical character. 
It was only when the 
biologist entered the arena "that real 
knowledge of the subject began, and. al­ 
though the biologists is yet only at the 
portals of the vast temple of knowledge to 
which he has so lately found the key, he 
has gone far enough to indicate quite 
clearly the reasons for the suecas of sani­ 
tary engineering, and even to justify a con­ 
viction that he has, dim ly perhaps, but 
surely, indicated a new way of escape from 
much of our existing 


PHYSICAL SUFFERING AND DEATH. 
How many of our diseases are caused by 
the invasion of specific organisms we are 
far from knowing. We do know that some 
of them are so caused, and the study of the 
life history of pathegenic microbes has 
already indicated more than a possibility, 
not only that their invasion may be pre­ 
vented by suitable measures, but also after 
the invasion of our bodies they may be, 
by measures yet to be defined," rendered 
powerless to 
perform 
their appointed 
work of injury or destruction. 
It would 
indeed almost seem that the elixir, not 
perhaps of life, but of health, would be 
shown to lie in the death potion of the 
microscopic invaders of our blood and 
tissues. 
L ntil this is definitely shown, 
and probably still more after it has been 
shown, your profession and ours must work 
hand in hand to stay the tide of destruc­ 
tion by which the community is not only 
menaced, but to which it is actually sub­ 
ject and from which it is constantly suffer­ 
ing. 
_ You need not now be detained for a 
discussion of the processes by which the 
great end in view may be ascomplished. 
These are tolerably well known, and are to 
be better known day by day. 
What is 
necessary is that you, and not only you, 
but all who aresubject to their professional 
ministration and to their influence, shall 
be made to know and to feel that this 
great calamity is upon us and has been 
upon us, in constantly decreasing degree, 
for all time, and that it lies within our 
power to hasten its decrease in the future 
until the conditions of life of this whole 
people shall have been made what they 
might and should be. 
The sole purpose of this paper is to im­ 
press upon you the commanding need for 
action—an action that shall bring modern 
sanitary conditions into conformity with 
modern civilization.

SWALLOWED BY A SNAKE.

A water snake surprised a rowing party 
on Lake Carasaljo, Me., a short time ago. 
The snake, a large one, was contorting 
Itself into a hundred shapes when first 
seen, and was so busily engaged that it 
permitted the boat to come within less 
than an ordinary oar’s 
length. 
The 
snake had captured an eel and was mak­ 
ing a tremendous effort to swallow it, 
while the eel was resisting with all its 
slippery tactics and vibratory strength. 
After a protracted struggle the snake was 
able to get about two and a half inches 
of the eel down, when it paused, as if to 
rest before renewing the swallowing pro­ 
cess. 
The snake’s 
mouth was tigntly 
closed over and beyond the eel’s head, and 
the eel seemed to be weakening under the 
smothering clasp of its enemy. 
Such air 
as there was in the vicinity of the eel’s 
gills was being exhausted by the snake, 
and the eel was in a very tight place. 
The situation excited the compassion of 
one of the occupants of the boat to such 
an extent that he could not resist the im­ 
pulse to bring one of the oars down upon 
the snake with such murderous effect as to 
simultaneously dispatch the reptile and 
put an end to a very interesting study in 
reptilia. 
The naturalist of the party 
brought the snake and eel into the boat, 
the latter being still held, but not so 
tightly as before, in the mouth of the 
snake. 
The eel was released and meas­ 
ured, its length being fifteen inches. 
The 
snake measured 
sixty-seven 
inches in 
length and six and a quarter inches in 
circumference at the largest part of the 
body. 
The eel, showing signs of resuscita­ 
tion, was laid in the water, and soon began 
feebly to wriggle about, and doubtless fully 
recovered. 
The snake, says the New York 
Sun, was one of the largest, if not *the 
largest, of his kind ever found in this 
vicinity.

Hundreds of Alpine lakes of various 
sizes, with their clear, deep, cold, emerald 
or azure waters formed from melted 
snow, are found penned in among the 
craggy tops of these mountains, and the 
most celebrated, as well as the most exten­ 
sive, of all these fresh waterbodies is Lake 
T ahoe; and of all mountain sections, none 
so easy of access can ofier such a variety of 
enjoyment and health-giving recreation as 
are found about this, the most beautiful 
and grand of all American lakes. 
LAKE TAHOH. 
Lake Tahoe is about thirty miles long 
and fifteen miles wide, with a measured 
depth of 1,650 feet. It is 6,216 feet above 
sea level, and is walled in on every side 
by mountains that are from 2,000 to 
5,000 feet higher. 
Mark Twain, than 
whom none are more competent to 
make comparisons, shows his loyalty 
to our coast attraction by classing 
Tahoe with the most celebrated of Euro­ 
pean and Asiatic lakes which pleasure- 
seekers make the tour of the world to 
visit, and yet, in summing up, he says that 
for clearness and purity of water, and 


scenery, and that all they know of Yoeem- 
ite valley, Yellowstone Park and onr 
mountain lakes has been learned by hear­ 
say, and from reading guide books. 
W ith a view of remedying such unwar­ 
rantable carelessness, let such of those who 
can spare the time, profit themselves by 
learning something of the beauties of na­ 
ture that lie directly within reach of their 
very doors. 
A nybody with time to spare, be it for 
weeks or for but a single day, cannot apply 
it to more entertaining recreation than in 
making a trip to and around Lake Tahoe 
TOURIST TRIP OF ONE DAY. 
This trip is such a delightful one that 
everybody passing over the Central Pa­ 
cific Railroad shonid remain over at least 
one day at Truckee, and visit this lake. 
Passengers whether traveling east or west 
can leave the train at this point, and at 
7:30 a . m., take the stage to Tahoe City, 
fourteen miles distant, on the northern ex­ 
tremity of the lake. Thence by steamer 
around the lake some eighty miles, 
stopping at all the different' resorts, 
and at Glenbrook, on the Nevada side, for 
dinner—at the Lake Shore House. Com­ 
pleting the trip, Tahoe is reached at 7:30 
P. M. on the same day, and the whole trip 
at the trifling expense of but $7. As the 
stages are comfortable and roomy, the 
roads superb, the steamer stanch, safe and 
reliable, and the table and accommoda­ 
tions at the Truckee Hotel first-class and 
at reasonable rates, there need be no ex­ 
cuse this year for not visiting Lake Tahoe. 
moody’s stage l in e. 
The ride from Truckee to Tahoe City is 
not an uninteresting one, for the road fol­ 
lows the Truckee river throughout the 
whole distance. The first half of the drive 
is along the western side, where lumber 
flumes going to decay and unused houses 
of old logging camps interest one in stirring 
up thoughts of the busy scenes that must 
have been enacted on the river in years 
gone by. The river in some manner has 
become private property for floating logs 
to the sawmill at Truckee, and gangs of 
men working the logs down the shallow 
waters are seen along the route flooding 
the stream by a series of dams to get 
enough water to float buoyant trees and 
picking up sinkers (water-soaked logs) by 
running a huge double raft straddle of 
them, and, after making fast, poling the 
whole business down to the mill. The 
toll for floating stray logs down the stream 


hoe House, affording accommodations for 
nearly two hundred guests. On account 
of its steamer and stage facilities it is a 
favorite headquarters for those whose time 
for pleasure is limited, although a consid­ 
erable number make their homes here for 
the season. 
A quarter of a mile east of Tahoe is a 
State fish hatchery, where hundreds ot 
thousands of trout are hatched and placed 
in the streams that empty into the lake. 
This is always an item of interest to visit­ 
ors, who are cordially received by the 
management in charge. The new quar­ 
ters, completed only last week, are now 
occupied and prove satisfactory. There 
are in the troughs some 150,000 little 
trout, now old enough to plant, but 
which will be fed until the last of 
July, to enable them the better to look 
out for themselves,^mtil such time as they 
may become large enough to gladden the 
heart of the happy tourist who succeeds 
in hooking them to the end of a line. 
There are in the baskets over 800,000 eggs, 
and more than a million young fish 
will be put out from this hatcherv into 
brooks emptying into the lake during the 
present season. 
. 
IDLEWILD. 
_ Leaving Tahoe City and passing to the 
right around the lake the first place that 
attracts attention is the beautiful private 
property of Mrs. Margaret E. Crocker, 
nestling among stalwart pines and occupied 
for the present season by the familv and 
guests of J. B. W right, of this city. 


m’Kin n e y ’s, 
W here the steamer makes its first lauding, 
contains about thirty cottages, which are 
rented furnished. Stopping here, accom­ 
modations, including meals, are furnished 
for $12 per week. Boats for fishing, to­ 
gether with tackle, are furnished free 
to the guests, as are also baths. Game 
abounds in the mountains directly back 
from the lake, and large numbers of' quail 
are bagged every season. Higher up deer 
are found, and if bear hunting is an at­ 
traction the proprietor can occasionally be 
induced to accompany a party in search of 
bruin, and when he does go they generally 
come back with a bear. Caldwell’s creek, 
the dividing line between Placer and EÍ 
Dorado counties, empties into the lake at 
this point, and a wagon-road leads from 
here to Georgetown, in the latter county. 
The next landing is made at 


natural beauty and grandeur, they are no 
more to he compared to Lake Tahoe than 
a meridian of longitude is to a rainbow. 
Speaking of the wonderful transparency of 
the water of this lake, in his Innocents 
Abroad” he says: 
“I speak of the north shore of Tahoe, 
where one can count the scales on a trout 
at a depth of 180 feet. I have tried to get 
this statement off at par, but with no suc­ 
cess ; so I have been obliged to negotiate 
it at 50 percent, discount. At this rate I 
find some takers; perhaps the reader will 
receive it on the same terms—ninety feet 
instead of 180. But let it be remembered 
that those are forced terms—Sheriff’s sale 
prices. As far as I am privately concerned, 
I abate not a jot of the original assertion, 
that 
in those strangely magnifying 
waters one may count the scales on 
a trout (a trout of the large kind) at a 
depth of 180 feet—may see every pebble 
on the bottom—might even count a paper 
of dray-pins. People talk of the transpar­ 
ent waters of the Mexican bay of Acapulco, 
but in- my own experience I know they 
cannot compare with those I am speaking 
of. I have fished for trout in Tahoe, and 
at a measured depth of eighty-four feet I 
have seen them put their noses to the bait 
and I could see their gills open and shut. I 
could hardly have seen the trout them­ 
selves at that distance in the open air. 
“As I go back in spirit and recall that 
uoble sea, reposing among the snow peaks, 
6,000 feet al>ove the ocean, the conviction 
comes strong upon me again that Como 
would seem a bedizened little courtier in 
that august presence. Tahoe is from ten 
to eighteen miles wide, and its mountains 
shut it in like a wall. Their summits are 
never free from snow the year round. One 
thing about it is very strange: It never 
has even a skim of ice upon its surface, 
although lakes in the same range of 
mountains, lying in a lower and warmer 
temj>erature, freeze over in winter.” 
The shore of the lake is a hard grayish 
sand. The water gradually deepens until 
when the bottom no longer is visible it 
appears a beautiful emerald green: at vary­ 
ing distances from the shore the color 
changes to a deeper green tinged with blue 
until it suddenly changes to an indigo, and 
one wonders as the steamer plows its way 
through these waters why some enterpris­ 
ing Yankee don’t barrel it up and furnish 
it to laundries for “blueing water.” The 
color lines are as distinctly drawn between 
the clear, tlie green and the blue waters as 
if the surface were painted. This of course 
when the waters are calm. But Tahoe is 
not always a dreary calm, and no one can 
anticipate when its surface w ill be ruffled. 
The wind may at any time whistle unex­ 
pectedly down from anj quarter, through 
surrounding canyons, and her fair smiles 
are then converted into frowns, threatening 
and uneasy, while white-capped waves 
lash themselves into a foaming, seething 
surf upon its shores. 
CURIOUS, BIT A FACT. 
It is known that people have lived all 
their lives within sound of the roar of 
Niagara and yet died without ever having 
seen the falls that others have crossed 
continents and oceans to look at. Ameri­ 
cans, and among them Californians, visit 
foreign lands to view the scenery of the 
old world, and. while abroad, when asked 
regarding the scenery of our own country, 
shamefully confess that they have no per­ 
sonal knowledge of the beauty and grand­ 
eur of Sierra Nevada and Rockv mountain 


is said to be fifty cen’s per thousand feet 
of lumber measure, but this may be only 
another of driver Church’s legends. 
RIDE WITH TICE DRIVER. 
And by the way, Mr. Church is full of in­ 
formation and fun, and everybody should 
engage a seat with the driver and hear the 
stories about the lover-’ leap—an Indian 
one; the burial-ground, where 750 native 
sons have been buried some 300 years, with 
a true account and history of the same; 
the abandoned city, where corner-lots once 
sold at fabulous sums per front foot; the 
cannonading log-shute that made China­ 
men holler, “W hat for?” “W hat for ?” and 
the devil’s play-ground. In the cliffs ad­ 
joining the river will be pointed out pro­ 
files of Belva Lockwood, the Duke of W ell­ 
ington, Roscoe Conkling and others, most 
of which have a striking resemblance to 
the contour of the faces of the people after 
which they have been named. 
It is said 
that Brigham Young, in order to save 
furniture, once had a bedstead made seven 
feet long and ninety-six feet wide. 
Later 
on stages after this style will be intro­ 
duced, consisting only of front seats, so all 
can sit with the driver and see and hear 
as they ride. The travel between Truckee 
and the lake is kept well in hand, over 
thirty head of fine horses being kept for 
relays. 
LAKE TAHOE STEAMERS. 
Captain J. M. Todman owns the steamers 
that cater to the passenger traffic on the 
lake, and the headquarters of the Captain 
and the steamers are at Tahoe City. The 
latter have been detailed for duty the com­ 
ing season as follows : The steamer Tod 
Goodwin, carrying passengers, mail and 
express, will leave Tahoe City on the ar­ 
rival of the stage from Truckee, for Mc­ 
Kinney’s, Bellevue, Rubicon Park. Emer­ 
ald Bay, Tallac, Yank's, Bijou and Glei- 
brook, connecting there with the stage for 
Carson City and Reno. The return route 
will l>e directly across the lake to Belle­ 
vue, thence to McKinney’s and Tahoe City, 
to connect with the afternoon stage to 
Truckee. 
The steamer Niagara, carrying passen­ 
gers, mail and express, leaves on the same 
time for Cornelian Bay, Hot Springs and 
Ineline, returning in the afternoon over 
the same route, affording ample time for 
bathing at the springs. 
The steamer Mamie is a neat and swift 
little propeller, accommodating from ten 
to twelve, and is open to qjiarter by parties 
desiring to follow their inclinations in 
making excursions to points of interest 
around the lake. 
WHERE TOURISTS AND PLEASUKE-SEEKERS 
FIND ACCOMMODATIONS. 
In selecting headquarters for a stay at 
the lake it would be impossible to choose 
an undesirable location. All around the 
lake trout fishing is excellent and the 
fresh and invigorating atmosphere of this 
high altitude, freighted as it is with 
the odor of mountain pines, quickens the 
pulse and sends the blood coursing through 
the system at a rate that produces an ap­ 
petite which has been described as making 
one feel as it they could eat a horse and 
cart and chase the driver. The climate is 
perfect and makes a person feel so good 
that they don’t know themselves, unless 
exceptionally well acquainted before reach­ 
ing there. 
* 
TAHOE CITY. 
At this place there are two hotels, 
Bailev’s Grand Central and Watson’s Ta- 


BELLEVUE, 
W here is built the most handsome hotel 
on the lake. The house and some half­ 
dozen cottages are under the management 
this year of Oliver Roberts, of Carson 
City, who can handsomely entertain guests 
to the number of about 100. A road leads 
around the edge of the lake to Tahoe 
City, and a team is kept for driving, and 
thirteen fine boats, with fishing-tackle, are 
furnished free to guestg. 
RUBICON PARK, 
Two and a half miles further on, is more 
commonly known as “Frosts.” There are 
as yet no accommodations for visitors, but 
a wharf has been built to deep water, 
where the steamer 
lands on signal. 
This 
is one of the loveliest spots 
of natural beauty along 
the shore, 
with fine, sandy beach and a forest-covered 
plain reaching to the water’s edge. This 
park is laid off in lots suitable for cottage 
property, to be disposed of to parties desir­ 
ing permanent abiding (daces for the sum­ 
mer on the lake. 
WATERNICHE 
Is the name applied to a twenty-acre tract 
adjoining Rubicon Park, extending nearly 
half a mile on the same beautiful sandy 
beach, to a junction at right angles with 
the rocky shore of Rubicon point. It is a 
veritable niche in the shore, and so is ap­ 
propriately named. 
W aterniehe is the 
latest “ find” of Dr. S. S. South worth of 
this city, who will erect a cottage there 
and otherwise improve the property the 
coming season. The steamer next ties up 
to the pier at 
EMERALD BAY RESORT. 
At the southwestern extremity of the 
lake is a sheltered bay, the waters of which 
are a beautiful emerald green, from which 
it takes the name. It is walled in by for­ 
est-clad hills, and on the western extrem­ 
ity is located L. N. Kirby’s Emerald Bay 
Resort. The waters, protected as they are 
from the wind, renders boating and fish­ 
ing always a safe and pleasant pastime and 
makes the place a favorite with the ladies. 
Boats are free to guests, and a fine yacht, 
the “ Mollie Bawn,” is at the service of 
pleasure parties. In the hills close by are 
the Cascade Kalis, Eagle Falls and Echo 
Lake, and no more delightful method of 
spending vacation could be imagined than 
a sojourn at this romantic and popular 
resort. 
Steaming again through the strait into 
the lake Baldwin’s 
TALLAC HOUSE 
Looms up on the southern and sheltered 
side, in near proximity to Emerald Bay, 
Fallen Leaf, and Cascade lakes. 
Fine 
drives through the valleys, and trails to 
points of interest have lately been con­ 
structed and the hotel, under the manage­ 
ment of our host Lawrence, is complete in 
all its appointments, and its patrons may 
rely upon receiving every possible atten­ 
tion conducive to their comfort and pleas­ 
ure. The proprietor has placed a beauti­ 
ful steam launch on Fallen Leaf lake, 
which is proving an additional attraction. 
Steamers, barges, sail and row boats, horses, 
carriages, croquet, lawn tennis, and archery 
grounds are among the conveniences the 
proprietor has provided for the entertain­ 
ment of visitors. 
A new trail has been built to the snow­ 
capped summit of Mount Tallac, 9,700 feet 
above sea level. Kind and gentle saddle- 
horses suitable for ladies are kept, and 


those who make the trip to its top are 
more than amply repaid by the magnifi­ 
cence of the view afforded. Ftom the 
summit can be seen fourteen beautiful 
lakes, all of which are abundant with 
trout. 
GLENBROOK. - 
Passing “Yank’s" Cascade m>use, Row­ 
land’s, Bijou and Cave Rock, Glenbrook is 
reached, the only resort on the Nevada 
side. Stages from Carson City, fourteen 
miles distant, connect here with the steamer 
and bring passengers from Reno that make 
the remainder of the trip in company with 
those coming from Truckee. Parties stop­ 
ping over receive excellent attention from 
E. Robinson, proprietor of the Lake Shore 
House, whose facilities for entertaining 
guests will compare with any other resort 
on the lake. A narrow-gauge railroad 
runs from here to the eastern summits, 
where excursion parties enjoy themselves 
in secluded retreats of more than usual 
interest. The fishing is excellent, and 
boats in plenty are always at hand. 
HOT SPRINGS. 
On the north shore of the lake is Hot 
Springs, the oldest resort of all. For 
years it enjoyed a popularity seldom 
equaled, on account of tne medicinal prop­ 
erties of its spring waters, hot and cold, 
but through lack of proper management 
during recent years, it failed to receive the 
attention it properly deserved. This sea­ 
son Mr. .J. W. Norton will assume charge, 
and n« effort will be spared to bring the 
place to the front rank. Here are afforded 
the best of facilities for bathing, houses 
being erected for that purpose with all 
necessary equipments. 
The water from 
the hot springs has a temperature of 112°. 
A peculiarity of one of these springs 
is that by adding to its waters a little salt 
and pepper a superior quality of soup re­ 
sults, and the mere mention 
this fact 
may suggest an idea worth copyrighting. 
DONNER LAKE. 
Northwest of Truckee, and less than 
three miles distant, is Donner lake, a b^urii- 
ful little sheet of water fifteen hundred feet 
dee^ three and one-half miles long, and a 
little more than a mile wide. Aside from 
its natural attractiveness the locality lias a 
tragic interest as the site of the camp and 
sufferings of the historical Donner party of 
1846. Of eighty people who went into 
camp in October of that year thirty-four 
died of cold and starvation. A large cross 
half-way between the town and the lake 
marks the resting place of those who per­ 
ished from the hardships of the winter. 
The lake is literally full of trout, that bite 
on the slightest provocation, and immense, 
numbers are caught every day. There is no 
hotel at the lake, but there are plenty boats 
and tackle, and a boat with complete out­ 
fit for a party of two to four for a whole 
day, including bait, costs but half a dollar. 
Stages make the trip from Truckee to the 
lake three times a cky, the fare for the 
round trip being but 25 cents. A daisy 
little propeller, carrying about a dozeii, 
makes a trip around the lake three or four 
times a day, the fare being 50 cents. 
Everybody who stops at Truckee should 
make at least one trip to Donner lake, 
which for beauty will rauk with any of its 
size in any country. 
THE TIME FOR VACATION. 
A change from the busy cares of daily toil 
for a period of recreation and rest is recog­ 
nized on every hand as beneficial, and by 
many as a necessity. If you would feel 
yourself newly infused with energy and 
spirit, cut loose from business affairs, and 
with your family and friends breathe for a 
time the pure air of the mountains and 
revel in the charm and beauties of nature 
surrounding Tahoe, the queen lake of the 
Sierras,

Hadji Hassin Ghooly Kahn, the Persian 
Minister to the United States will shortly 
leave this country for Europe. In an inter­ 
view he told a reporter that he had been 
driven out of the "country by unkind, un­ 
generous things which have been written 
about him and his sovereign in the Amer­ 
ican newspapers. The Minister said he 
had no fault to find with the Government 
or its officers. 
Judges Hartón, Tully and Collins, sitting 
in bank, in Chicago, yesterday refused to 
dissolve the temporary injunction to pre­ 
vent the Board of Trade from withholding 
its quotations from the bucket shops. The 
decision was made on the ground that the 
largest quotations are of such importance 
as to be pubiic property. Whereas, if the 
injunction were dissolved the tendency 
would be to create a monopoly of the 
Board. 
Thursday afternoon President Carnot 
went to lie de Cygnes to unveil a replica 
of Bartholdi's statue of Liberty Enlighten­ 
ing the World. An immense crowd wit­ 
nessed the ceremony. W. Spuller, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, delivered an address. 
He referred to the old and cordial frindship 
binding together France and the United 
States for a century, and said the inaugura­ 
tion of the statue had both a political and a 
social significance as a further bond. The 
speech was received with loud cheers.

I do not say that the paper 
interviewing me here published anything that 
I did not say. but I can with greai eamlor say 
that it did not publish all that I did say and 
much of that which is left out would havegiven 
a very different complexion to the whole work 
For illustration, the remark that Oregon was 
growing apples, and that we would do well to 
buy them of Oregon, w as a very subordinate re­ 
mark. The interviewer, w ho is one of die best 
in the profession, took brief notes of the con­ 
versation, and wrote up chiefly from memory 
He would catch here and there an exact ex­ 
pression. bat my views on my trip were given 
in a conversational way, and while iu a sense 
there is no misrepresentation, there was, by 
reason of omission, the absenoe of accurate rep- 
resention. 
INTERESTED IN OREGON, TOO. 
You say that you believe, generallv speaking, 
that I wish Oregon well. I a m ’firmly con­ 
vinced that we are just as much interested in 
the growth of Oregou as we are of any county 
m California, or of any section in California, 
aad that Oregon is quite fts much interested in 
the growth of California as it could be-in any 
part of its own territory; in short, I do not ad­ 
mit for a moment that there is or can bo either 
rivalry or antagonism in the growth of wea'th 
population and prosperity between the different 
sections of the Pacific coast. It would be vastly 
better tor California to-day if 10,000,000 people 
resided in Oregon, aud.it would be vastly better 
for Oregon if an equal number resided in Cali 
fornia. These are things that I have advocated 
and contended for so often, and upon so many 
different occasions, that I feel slightly aggrieve s 
that any other construction shou d have been 
put upon any expression of mine under anv 
circumstances. 
YAMHILL IS ALL RIGHT. 
I can see a most brilliant future for Oregon 
and Washington Territory. 1 have seen no­ 
where on the Pacific coast a country so-inviting 
or pleasing as the Yamhill country of your 
State. My visit there haunts my memory yet 
as the strains of sweet music will often haunt 
the dreams of a night. That region of your 
State, in my opinion, presents to the intelligent 
visitor the most charming expression of thrift, 
comfort and even opulence of any part of the 
Pacific coast Í have yet visited. What has been 
done in Yamhill county can be done through­ 
out the foothill aud valley lands of your State. 
I am far from believing that apples are the 
only fruit aroduct of your State. 1 do believe, 
however, that facilities for transportation, the 
organization of fiscal systems, and the new re­ 
lation of countries to each, other, produced by 
the existing and coming era of rapid transit 
make it judicious and economical to grow ev­ 
erything in the climates and soils be t adapted 
to their grow th: that the highest economy is 
subserved by devoting the soil of any coun­ 
try to the products most favored by nature. 
• This is just as tree in the question of ex­ 
change between Oregon aud California as Can­ 
ada and Cuba, or between England and India. 
INTERCHANÜEABLE PRODUCTS. 
No man has a real reason for jealousy as to 
the prosperity or wealth of his neighbor, be­ 
cause every man is producing something to 
sell, and a part of the value ot his own product 
resides in the purchasing power of his neigh­ 
bor. This is equally true of 8tates and com- 
muniiies. The most advantageous commercial 
relation must exist between those occupying 
to each other northerly and southerly relations 
On the parallels of latitude climatic conditions 
are analogous, and hence production is analo­ 
gous. But along the meridians of longitude 
contrasts exist between southern and northern 
climates; hence the productions aud the indus­ 
tries possess an economic supplemental rela 
tion. Every community should rejoice in the 
purchasing power of every other community in 
commercial relation with it. 
Beyond this, it gives me pleasure to note the 
success of countries in the development of their 
resources depends on the intelligence, energy 
and enterprise of the populations occupying the 
country. The most fertile countries under the 
sun remain sterile under the domination of 
sloth and ignorance, while the most sterile 
countries come to present the most fertile as­ 
pect when occupied by a population possessing 
industry, intelligence and energy.
